Do not ashamed to preach 


Do your best to present yourself to God as one approved, a worker who has no need to be 
ashamed, rightly handling the word of truth - 2 Timothy 2:15 



have seen many preachers who felt ashamed to preach, due to the certain reasons. In 
India there was the cast system. There is a cast that called scheduled caste (the official 
name given in India to the lowest caste, considered ‘untouchable’ in orthodox Hindu 
scriptures and practice, officially regarded as socially disadvantaged). We call them as the 


Samaritans (The Samaritans are an ethno religious group of the Levant originating from 
the Israelites (or Hebrews) of the Ancient Near East. Ancestrally, Samaritans claim) in the 
Bible. We can also see the Hellenists (The Hebrews were Jewish Christians who spoke 
almost exclusively Aramaic, and the Hellenists were also Jewish Christians whose mother 
tongue was Greek. They were Greek-speaking Jews of the Diaspora, who returned to settle 
in Jerusalem) in the Bible history. The scheduled caste/ Samaritans and Hellenists are 
belonging to the downtrodden people in the society. In India the gospel went to the 
downtrodden people; they were ill-treated as the people of untouchability. The message of 
Jesus Christ and love attracted them to accept the Jesus Christ as the Lord and God. If 
anyone preaches about the Jesus Christ to the Hindu people, they treat them as the 
scheduled caste, as they are the downtrodden people. The Hindu people are not ready to 
accept the message of Jesus Christ. In the certain situations some of the preachers who 
came from the high cast will feel sham to preach the Jesus Christ in the particular areas. 
These kinds of things are happening in the deferent ways in the deferent countries. Some 
countries are having the race feelings. Coming to the Jews, the cast system was there very 
strongly. In the particular areas many preachers were facing this kind of situations. As the 
matter of fact the preacher need not feel shame to preach the Christ Jesus. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, these kinds of things happened in my life also. There 
were many situations where I was ill-treated badly for the sake of the preaching about 
Jesus Christ. I have never felt shame anytime in my life to present the Christ Jesus. 




Preach to train the people 


All Scripture is breathed out by God and profitable for teaching, for reproof, for 
correction, and for training in righteousness - 2 Timothy 3:16 



ere we see the preaching for the training, as the matter of fact preaching makes the 
H conversion, teaching makes the disciples. Coming to the life and ministry of Jesus 
Christ on the face of earth, he was made twelve apostles from the disciples. In every 
preaching Jesus told many illustrations. When they came back to the place where they use 





to stay, dispels use to questioned Him to know the illustration in detail that He was 
preached.

^ were failing here. As they are 
not qualified preachers, say no 
proper education and the 
training, they think through the 
irreverent babble, they present 
the Jesus Christ perfectly to the 
other people. Most of the 
preachers around the globe were 
ignoring one truth about the 
preaching. The greatest commandment that God has given to the church was, go unto the 
utter most parts of the world and preach the gospel. Gospel means the message of Jesus 
Christ. We have nothing to keep the irreverent babble with the people. The criticism and 
the talking bad about the others faiths, make the disturbances and the corals. Our motto is 
only to present the Christ Jesus the entire word. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, we are doing what God told, presenting the Jesus 
Christ by explaining about His love and concern towards the mankind. We are also 
explaining the crucifixion and the salvation through the blood of Jesus Christ. This kind of 
preaching bringing many people to the church. 
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Preach with the demonstration of the Spirit power 


So it was with me, brothers and sisters. When I came to you, I did not come with eloquence 
or human wisdom as I proclaimed to you the testimony about God, For I resolved to know 
nothing while I was with you except Jesus Christ and him crucified. I came to you in 
weakness with great fear and trembling. My message and my preaching were not with wise 
and persuasive words, but with a demonstration of the Spirit’s power; so that your faith 
might not rest on human wisdom, but on God’s power - 1 Corinthians 2:1-5 



Preaching with the demonstration of the Holy Ghost, Here the point is that you must have 
the Holy Ghost in you. God is holy; the one who loves Him must be holy.

None of the rulers of this age understood it, 
for if they had, they would not have crucified the Lord of glory - 1 Corinthians 2:1-8 



reach the message of wisdom is very important. In these days we cannot see many 
preachers with wisdom. Most of the preachers preach what they know, they do not 
know the fact that they need to preach, what the people need. Coming to the life and 
the ministry of Jesus Christ on the face of earth, He got deferent titles. The best title among 





them was the “Good Preacher” the reason was for this is only one thing that He preached 


with wisdom all times. When He met the Shepard’s, He preached according to their life 
style with the illustration what’s happening to them with the sheep every day. When Jesus 
Christ giving the examples that how sheep follow the Shepard and how they listen the voice 
of the Shepard. Same time when He met the people at the grape fields, He gave the 
examples that how they work with the braches which were have the fruits and the braches 
without fruits. How they remove the braches which were have no fruits. And He also 
explained them what they do for the better fruits and also the burn the removed branches 
where there are no fruits. In every situation Jesus Christ preached with wisdom to draw 
the people towards Him. 

Coming to the life of St. Paul, he was also used the wisdom in the preaching. Once he was 
happened to visit the Athens, there he found a tablet that where the people are worshiping. 
The words written on the tablet were like this “ Worshiping the un-known God” St. Paul 
used the wisdom to speak to them by present the Jesus Christ to them by tell the unknown 
God you are worshiping is the Jesus Christ only. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, very often I use the wisdom to present the Christ Jesus 
to the gentiles. One day I was happened to preach in an ashram where the deferent religion 
people stay mostly the aged people. As it is the stage for the all religions, they wrote the big 

letter of the stage wall “Om” (Aum or Om; Sanskrit: 3*) is a sacred sound and a spiritual 
icon in Hindu religion. It is also a mantra in Hinduism, Buddhism, Jainism, and Sikhism. 




Origin and meaning • Written representation • Hinduism • Jainism). There the God gave 
me the wisdom to present the Jesus Christ through the scriptures. 


John 1:1 is the first verse in the opening chapter of the Gospel of John. In the Douay- 
Rheims, King James, New International, and other versions of the Bible, the verse reads: In 
the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word was God. 

I explained them that the word Om was the father God and same Om came to the face of 
the earth with flesh in the name of Jesus Christ. There many were accepted Jesus Christ as 
their personal savior through the preaching of wisdom of God.

Coming to my life and the ministry, our main motto of the ministry is “Preach the Christ 

crucified” my entire ministry and the preaching is to save the people. I was never miss- 

leaded to do the social works instead of preaching the gospel. I have seen many God 

servants, limited them to build large buildings for the orphanages and to the social 

activities. They are wasting large monies for these materialistic things. These kinds of 

things were happened during the time of Jesus Christ’s life and the ministry on the face of 

the earth. Judas asked the woman to use the money for the poor people instead of perfume. 

Why weren’t this perfume sold and the money given to the poor? It was worth a year's 

wages - John 12:5

He did not say this because he cared about the poor but because he was a thief; as keeper of 
the money bag, he used to help himself to what was put into it - John 12:6 
I praise God for the way He keep me in the right path to preach to save the people, which 

was doing a great job to bring the thousands of people to the living God. 




Preach the cross of Christ 


Christ did not send me to baptize but to preach the gospel, and not with words of eloquent 
wisdom, lest the cross of Christ be emptied of its power - 1 Corinthians 1:17 



reach the cross of Christ; this is very important point in the preaching. Every 
preacher must conclude the preaching with the cross. Very few God servants 
conclude the preaching with the cross of Christ. Crucifixion speaks why Jesus died 
on the cross, that itself presenting the gospel. In these days we don’t see that in the 
preacher’s life. As they do not have the experience of the crucifixion, they just conclude the 
preaching with money begging. I feel very sorry about the so called preachers both in the 
televisions/radios and in the churches, there is no preaching on the salvation and the 
message of cross. Because of this kind of preaching nominal Christianity is developing a lot 
around the globe. Coming to the life and ministry St.Pual; he was beaten thrice one less 


forty strikes. 


The Apostle Paul says, Five times I received at the hands of the Jews the forty lashes less 
one." Of course, mathematically, that amounts to 39 but why not just say that rather than 

"forty lashes less one - 2 Corinthians 11:24 
After this experience he came to know what to preach, than he gave this statement. 


Christ Crucified Is God’s Power and Wisdom: For the message of the cross is 
foolishness to those who are perishing, but to us who are being saved it is the power of God. 
For it is written: “I will destroy the wisdom of the wise; the intelligence of the intelligent I 
will frustrate.” Where is the wise person? Where is the teacher of the law? Where is the 
philosopher of this age? Has not God made foolish the wisdom of the world? For since in 
the wisdom of God the world through its wisdom did not know him, God was pleased 
through the foolishness of what was preached to save those who believe. Jews demand signs 
and Greeks look for wisdom, but we preach Christ crucified: a stumbling block to Jews 
and foolishness to Gentiles, but to those whom God has called, both Jews and Greeks, 
Christ the power of God and the wisdom of God. For the foolishness of God is wiser than 
human wisdom, and the weakness of God is stronger than human strength - 1 Corinthians 

1:18-25 

Here we can see the statement of St. Paul “we preach Christ crucified” from that day 
onwards he did the great ministry to turn the people towards the living God. 


Coming to my life and the ministry, we do this one hundred percent, “preaching the Christ 
crucified”. That kind of preaching making the people to realize to that how God died for 
them to give the life through the salvation. This is the secret of our ministry growth.

People go 
back to their homes without the word of God. The major reason for this is their illiteracy 
both in the scriptures and the secular education. They themselves are misunderstanding 
the scriptures and also miss interrupting to the people for their personal benefits.

Some preachers 
are making their own teaching by ignoring the scriptures. Some people are calling

Coming to my life and the ministry, I spend much time in the scriptures to prepare to 
preach. I believe that the preacher must code the scriptures for everything that he 
mentioned in the sermon. One who preach without coding the relevant scriptures for their 
preaching, that sermon will be the fake. By the grace of God I spent much time with the 
scriptures to preach. As the matter of fact I am learning in this sixty fourth year. I believe 
we are the learners all the life time. I love to spent time with scriptures. They are making 
me to stand for the living God and also helping me to bring the people to the living God. 


So then, dear friends, since you are looking forward to this, make every effort to be found 
spotless, blameless and at peace with him. 15 Bear in mind that our Lord’s patience means 
salvation, just as our dear brother Paul also wrote you with the wisdom that God gave him. 
16 He writes the same way in all his letters, speaking in them of these matters. His letters 
contain some things that are hard to understand, which ignorant and unstable people 
distort, as they do the other Scriptures, to their own destruction - 2 Peter 3:14 - 16

During my one of the travel, God is asking me 
share about Jesus Christ and His love. That the late night around two “O’clock in the early 
hours. I was in the flight going to Amsterdam on the way to America. In the skies at the 
late night I shared about the Jesus Christ and the love of God to a business man. He felt 
very happy and asked me to pray for him.

In these days we can find this kind of preachers around the globe. As the matter of fact I 
am not seeing many the preachers, who preach about the repentance and the salvation. 
Everybody was busy in making money doing things according to their desires. The one 
and only reason for this is that they were not chosen people for the preaching. 

Coming to my and the ministry, I praise God for the way He called to service and also 
preach the word of God as it is. God gave me the spirit of braveness to present gospel as it 
is. When we try to please the people, we cannot be the chosen preachers. God servant must 
prepare to condemn and to present right word. 


Dealing with False Teachers: Keep reminding God’s people of these things. Warn 
them before God against quarreling about words; it is of no value, and only ruins those 
who listen. Do your best to present yourself to God as one approved, a worker who does not 
need to be ashamed and who correctly handles the word of truth. Avoid godless chatter, 
because those who indulge in it will become more and more ungodly. Their teaching will 
spread like gangrene. Among them are Hymenaeus and Philetus, who have departed from 
the truth. They say that the resurrection has already taken place, and they destroy the faith 
of some. Nevertheless, God’s solid foundation stands firm, sealed with this inscription: 




“The Lord knows those who are his,” and, “Everyone who confesses the name of the Lord 
must turn away from wickedness.” In a large house there are articles not only of gold and 
silver, but also of wood and clay; some are for special purposes and some for common use. 

Those who cleanse themselves from the latter will be instruments for special purposes, 
made holy, useful to the Master and prepared to do any good work. Flee the evil desires of 
youth and pursue righteousness, faith, love and peace, along with those who call on the 
Lord out of a pure heart. Don’t have anything to do with foolish and stupid arguments, 
because you know they produce quarrels. And the Lord’s servant must not be 
quarrelsome but must be kind to everyone, able to teach, not resentful.

To reach and preach to 
such people we need more patience. In one of our village visits to present the Christ Jesus, 
the young people of that village came with the sticks to beat us. They tried to stop the 
preaching. God gave the power to present the gospel for them. I shed my personal 
testimony that how God saved a sinner like me. We left that village and preyed for that 
village for one year. After the one year we went again to that village to present the gospel. 
The strange thing happed there was, the young people who opposed us to preach the gospel 
were came to us with running asked us to preach to the entire village about the Jesus 
Christ and His love towards mankind. Our patience and the prayer did great job there to 
win that entire village to the Jesus Christ. 


Coming to my life and the ministry, secret of winning people for the Jesus Christ was the 
prayer with patience. I myself succeeded in that and reached thousands of people for the 
living God. Within these twenty three years of the ministry, we have reached from fifteen 
to five thousands of people in the ministry. Coming to the other side I have reached many

God 
led me to do the long study; I did the education of twenty one years, which was call as the 
full education. With the great training, God sent me to the cities here in India and also the 
cities around the globe. God taught me in the practical way to reach the villages and the 
cities with message of the salvation. By His grace I preached the gospel to the most of the 
places in the world. 



Parching with power 


Because our gospel came to you not only in word but also in power and in the Holy Spirit 
and with full conviction, You know what kind of men we proved to be among you for your 

sake - 1 Thessalonians 1:5 



n these days many preachers raised and preaching for their stomachs without the power 
Jof the holy ghost. As the matter of fact, the God servants were blessed with the power to 
reach the un-reached. God gave this power to the early church. 





Power: you will receive power when the Holy Spirit comes on you; and you will be my 
witnesses in Jerusalem, and in all Judea and Samaria, and to the ends of the earth - Acts

The Authority of the God’s servant: When Jesus had called the Twelve together, he

n these days many preachers were presenting themselves. They keep large cut outs of 
their images and keeping around the cities for their publicity. Even in the preaching, 
they are promoting themselves for many other reasons mostly to make the big monies. I 
use to tell people, if the Jesus Christ came to that stage and standing beside the preacher, 
everyone will go to the preacher only, why because, that preacher is promoting himself in 
the every area. They are spending more money for the publicity by keeping their photos 
around the city. The preacher or every Christians duty is to present the Jesus Christ 
through their lives and also through their preaching’s. At one stage, people were made the 
Paul and Sails as the Gods. 
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When the crowd saw what Paul had done, they shouted in the Lycaonian language, “The 
gods have come down to us in human form!” Barnabas they called Zeus, and Paul they 
called Hermes because he was the chief speaker. The priest of Zeus, whose temple was just 
outside the city, brought bulls and wreaths to the city gates because he and the crowd 
wanted to offer sacrifices to them. But when the apostles Barnabas and Paul heard of this, 
they tore their clothes and rushed out into the crowd, shouting: “Friends, why are you 
doing this? We too are only human, like you. We are bringing you good news, telling you to 
turn from these worthless things to the living God, who made the heavens and the earth 
and the sea and everything in them. In the past, he let all nations go their own way. Yet he 
has not left himself without testimony: He has shown kindness by giving you rain from 
heaven and crops in their seasons; he provides you with plenty of food and fills your hearts 
with joy.” Even with these words, they had difficulty keeping the crowd from sacrificing to 

them - Acts 14:11 - 18 

We need this kind of preachers in these days. Unfortunately, we are not founding many 
preachers like. Very few preachers are maintaining the ethics of the ministry. We can also 
see this kind of nature in the life of the John the Baptist.

Coming to my life and the ministry, God made me humble by removing the pride and the 
head weight. The troubles I faced made me so humble in front of the living God. When I 
became humble, God raised me up and gave His glory to me. With the personal experience 
I can tell that everyone must present the Christ Jesus through their preaching. 




Preaching to receive the Holy Ghost

We 
will find very few churches in the north India. The strong Hindu religious groups like R. 
S.S (While RSS is a nationalist volunteer organization with a stated ideology of providing 
service to the nation and upholding "Hindutva", and no stated political ambitions, the BJP 
is an established political party that contests in state and central government elections. 
Sangh Parivar, Rashtriya Svyamsevak Sangh (RSS) has no relation with this website 
"Sangh Parivar". they are the volunteers of RSS and love Bharat Mata from the 
innermost, there are many other groups that who work against the Christianity. They kill 
the Christians and they destroy the church buildings. In these situations it’s not easy to live 
for the Christ in the India. Most of the people live with the fear. Very few will not fear to 
preach or to stand for the Christ. Such people face the death. If someone is fearful for the 
Christ, they cannot enter into the heaven. All the fearful people will go to the hell. 

The fearful, and unbelieving, and the abominable, and murderers, and whoremongers, and 

sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall have their part in the lake which burneth with 

fire and brimstone: which is the second death - Revelation 21:8 


oming to my life and the ministry, there were the many situations where the Hindu 
leaders tried to kill me during the preaching in the villages. Once I was in the 
preaching at the state of Orissa border in the tribal meeting. That was the night 
meeting. The Hindu leaders came there with guns and listened that what I am preaching. 
By that time I am sharing my testimony that how God saved a wretch like me. They liked it 
gone back without our notice. There were many situations like that in my life. In any 
situations I was not shown the fear to preach. I love to live for Jesus and die for Jesus 
Christ. 



To me, living means living for Christ, and dying is even better - Philippians 1:21 



Began to do and preaching 


In the first book, O Theophilus, I have dealt with all that Jesus began to do and teach - Acts 

1:1 



his is an important thing in the lives of the preachers. Before they start preaching 
^ ^ ^ the first and almost thing they have to do is, practice in their lives that what they are 
going to preach. If go through the life and the ministry of Jesus Christ on the face of 
the earth, He preached everything practically. To tell them about the prayer, He prayed 
first and told them to do like that. Before He preach about to wash the foot of others, He 






did that to the disciples and shown to them practically how to do. Most of the preachers in 
these days, they tell something and do another thing in their lives. Because of that people 
were confusing about the Christianity and the reality of Christian living. I have seen many 
preachers they have no time to pray and some preachers have no time to prepare the 
messages, say receive the message from the living God to deliver to the people. They make 
few sermons and preach them for one year in deferent places. 

There is joke on this, one preacher prepared six messages and preaching in the deferent 
places throughout the year. As he is travelling to preach place to place, at one point he 
became sick. That was the time to preach in a big meeting. When they reached to that city, 
he is speaking to the car driver; I am not well to preach. Than the driver told him 
immediately, sir I can preach on behalf of you. I remembered all your six messages as I am 
listening continually all this year. The sad part here was, preacher is not receiving messages 
from the God. Other thing he is not preparing even with human way. He was just made six 
messages for all the year. You can understand where this preacher is? For such preachers 
there is no point of practice before they preach. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, I will get up every day in the early morning at four 
thirty for the prayers. I preach the same to the congregation to do in their lives. I mediate 
the word of God regularly and tell the congregation to do like that. I do not preach 
anything, which I do not practice in my life. This kind of preaching bringing many people 
to the living God. This is the secret of ministry growth both in the number and in the spirit.

I know many preachers with 
all kinds of physical diseases and preach more about the healing. In the bile history, we 
have seen many preachers, say the God servants destroyed themselves with their family as 
they were not believed in the living God, in their personal lives. 

The sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, were behaving wickedly, for example by taking for 
themselves all the prime cuts of meat from sacrifices, and by committing adultery with the 
women who served at the sanctuary entrance. 

What made them 
to do these evil things? The main thing here, that they have not believed the living God and 
His majesty.

And if any place will not 
welcome you or listen to you, leave that place and shake the dust off your feet as a 
testimony against them.” They went out and preached that people should repent -Mark 

6 : 7-12 
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reaching with the authority over impure spirits, and also Jesus Christ gave them the 
^Jdirections, how to live. The life He taught, makes some to live holy. When someone has 
the desires of this world, like wine wealth and the women, there the trouble starts. The 
holiness goes away from the life and the impure spirits will enter into them. The preachers 
must be called, when they had the call, they will be deferent from these worldly people, 
than these instructions will applicable for them. When someone in that area they will have 
the authority on the impurity spirits. I have seen many namely God servants with the 
impure spirits. Most of the preachers were taking this as the profitable busses. In the other 
side the .name of the God mocking through them. Once the God servant had the call from 
God, they will have the deferent life from this worldly people. They do not worry for these 
worldly things. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, God called and trained me in the proper way to fulfill 
His plans through my life. Temptations will be there around every God servant, when we 
are with the God, there we will have the great protection. I can tell this through my 
personal experience. In every situation in my life, God was there to protect me and guide 
me in the right way to live for His glory. Because of this kind of life God has given me the 
authority over impure spirits. The impure spirits will be there around everyone. When we 
have the Holy Ghost in us, they can do nothing with us. God gave me the gift to know and 
see the impure spirits and its activities to protect myself and my people. 




Preach as the servant 


I became a servant of this gospel by the gift of God’s grace given me through the working 
of his power. Although I am less than the least of all the Lord’s people, this grace was 
given me: to preach to the Gentiles the boundless riches of Christ, and to make plain to

People also not understanding servant minded God servants. Coming to the life and the 
ministry of Jesus Christ, He came to His people; but they were not accepted Him.

n certain situations the people are also selecting the evil people as their leaders. Coming 
^ to the life and the ministry of Jesus Christ, they rejected Him and asked for the release 
of Barabbas. 

The whole crowd shouted, "Away with this man! Release Barabbas to us - Luke 23:18 

Weather the people accept or reject, we need to be molding our self as the servant, that was 
the style of the work which God loves. Through the preaching as the servant we can win 
many for the lord Jesus Christ. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, from the beginning, I was habited to live like the 
servant. As the matter of fact I was the rejected child and the youth in every area of the 
life. That was made me live as the servant hearted person to preach. That kind of nature 
helped me to reach many people to the living God. In the span of twenty three years, we 
were able to reach more than five thousand congregation in and around. 




Preaching the forgiveness of sins 


He told them, “This is what is written: The Messiah will suffer and rise from the dead on 
the third day, and repentance for the forgiveness of sins will be preached in his name to all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem. You are witnesses of these things. I am going to send you 
what my Father has promised; but stay in the city until you have been clothed with power 

from on high - Luke 24:46 - 49 



reaching the forgiveness of sins; this is very important thing for every God servant to 
remember. God came to the face of the earth with flesh to save the mankind from 
their sins. The reason was here is, all men gone away from the God because of their 
sins. Many God servants feel themselves as the saintly persons and will reject and deny the 
other people as the sinners. We can see that in the illustration given by the Jesus Christ. 
The Parable of the Pharisee and the Tax Collector: 






The Parable of the Pharisee and the Tax Collector: To some who were confident of their 
own righteousness and looked down on everyone else, Jesus told this parable: “Two men 
went up to the temple to pray, one a Pharisee and the other a tax collector. The Pharisee 
stood by himself and prayed: ‘God, I thank you that I am not like other people robbers, 
evildoers, adulterers or even like this tax collector. I fast twice a week and give a tenth of all 
I get.’ “But the tax collector stood at a distance. He would not even look up to heaven, but 
beat his breast and said, ‘God, have mercy on me, a sinner.’ “I tell you that this man, 
rather than the other, went home justified before God. For all those who exalt themselves 
will be humbled, and those who humble themselves will be exalted - Luke 18:9 - 14 
In the other side the scriptures are saying that we are all sinners. 

All have sinned and fall short of the glory of God - Romans 3:23 

This point always will be in my mind. I always remember that God has forgiven my sins 

and trespasses. When the people come to me with deferent issues, their children involved in 

the sinful things.

For that I 
feel God can forgive any kind of sinner around me. Sometimes the people around me do the 
sins as the cheaters. Besides that they blame me and others as the sinners. That was the 
time for me to act wisely to make the decisions to keep myself holy and forgive others with 
big heart to keep them holy to please God in their lives. I was able to live till today for Him 
as the living witness by preaching the forgiveness of the sins.

Because he was not preached with the words of wisdom that made many people to 


accept Jesus Christ as their persona savior. As the matter of fact to present Jesus Christ as 


the savior and the lord, we need not use the words of wisdom. 


I know one great preacher in America, he was the man from India and settled in America 


was the very good preacher with words of wisdom. He clams big money for his preachings, 


as they are the words of wisdom. 


Coming to my life and the ministry, I was the highly educated person. I did the full study of 


twenty one years with doctorate. I always remember that the degrees are not necessary to 


present the Christ Jesus as the savior and the Lord to the mankind. Most of the people 


around the globe like me because; I do not pose as the highly educated man to present the 



gospel with the words of wisdom 



Preach to the nearby towns

God called some and appointed some to 
do His works. In these we can find many people doing the ministry without 
appointed by the God. For such people it is difficulty to continue in the ministry till 
the end 


Peter and John before the Sanhedrin: The priests and the captain of the temple 
guard and the Sadducees came up to Peter and John while they were speaking to the 
people. They were greatly disturbed because the apostles were teaching the people, 
proclaiming in Jesus the resurrection of the dead. They seized Peter and John and, 
because it was evening, they put them in jail until the next day. But many who heard the 


message believed; so the number of men who believed grew to about five thousand. The 
next day the rulers, the elders and the teachers of the law met in Jerusalem. Annas the high 
priest was there, and so were Caiaphas, John, Alexander and others of the high priest’s 
family. They had Peter and John brought before them and began to question them: “By 
what power or what name did you do this?” Then Peter, filled with the Holy Spirit, said to 
them: “Rulers and elders of the people! If we are being called to account today for an act of 
kindness shown to a man who was lame and are being asked how he was healed, then know 
this, you and all the people of Israel: It is by the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom 
you crucified but whom God raised from the dead, that this man stands before you healed. 
Jesus is “‘the stone you builders rejected, which has become the cornerstone.’ Salvation is 
found in no one else, for there is no other name under heaven given to mankind by which 
we must be saved.” When they saw the courage of Peter and John and realized that they 
were unschooled, ordinary men, they were astonished and they took note that these men 
had been with Jesus. But since they could see the man who had been healed standing there 
with them, there was nothing they could say. So they ordered them to withdraw from the 
Sanhedrin and then conferred together. “What are we going to do with these men?” they 
asked. “Everyone living in Jerusalem knows they have performed a notable sign, and we 
cannot deny it. But to stop this thing from spreading any further among the people, we 
must warn them to speak no longer to anyone in this name.” Then they called them in 
again and commanded them not to speak or teach at all in the name of Jesus. But Peter and 
John replied, “Which is right in God’s eyes: to listen to you, or to him? You be the judges! 

As for us, we cannot help speaking about what we have seen and heard.” After further 
threats they let them go. They could not decide how to punish them, because all the people 
were praising God for what had happened. For the man who was miraculously healed was 

over forty years old - Acts 4: 1 - 22 

In this passage we can see the power of the appointed people. There are many preachers 
doing the ministry without the power of God, as they were not appointed by the living God. 



God will appoint the God servants to fulfill His plans through them. 



Coming to my life and ministry, I came to know practically that I was the appointed God 
servant to preach and reach the un-reached. I faced many troubles in the ministry. There 
were certain troubles where the human cannot forbear. In certain situations, I thought my 
life and the ministry will be winded up permanently. The great God protected me in every 
situation to stand for Him as the living witness. From the day one He called me to this wide 
ministry, He is strengthening me day by day and encouraging me in the ministry to grow in 
both in the number and in the spirit. For this I believe that the living church is the growing 
church. God blessed me in every area of the life.

Preaching not to please men 


Just as we have been approved by God to be entrusted with the gospel, so we speak, not as 
pleasing men, but God who examines our hearts - 1 Thessalonians 2:4 



reaching not to please men: We can see many preachers in these days that how they 
^ ^ are pleasing the people. As they have no call in their life for the ministry, they do the 
ministry for their personal benefits. For the materialistic benefits, they always pleases 
people with pleasing words and the attitude. We have a senior Baptist pastor here in our 
city; people call him as the “Baptist Batraj” (Batraj means the one who flatters the people 
more than they were. In the days of kings, they use keep the “Batraj ’s” to please them and 
say the good words before them) that pastor really benefited by pleasing the people in the 



materialistic way. He owned some own houses and the other financial benefits. Same time 


he got very bad name among the people. Some people by seeing his materialistic growth, 
they made him as the leader for them. 

Coming to some churches, the churches will be ruled by the lay people. They appoint the 
pastor as the paid worker to preach according to their desire. That pastor’s duty is to 
please the lay leaders as they want. If the pastors failed do that, they remove him from the 
job of preaching. In this mission the lay leaders forcefully making the men pleasing 
preachers. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, I had the big problem through this. In the early days of 
my ministry, as I am preaching without pleasing the people, I have faced many problems 
even for my livelihood, sufferings to run the ministry and also to meet the needs of the 
family. One fine day my wife told me what you are doing in the ministry. If we do not 
preach to please the people, our suffering will continue. Because of your preaching’s me 
and my son becoming the victims. Please change your method of preaching. Try to please 
people through your preaching’s, so that we may survive both in the ministry and in the 
life. I was literally cried and prayed by asking God what to do? God answered me very 
clearly, do not preach to please people. God also gave the promise that He will bless me a 
lot to stand for Him till the end. Due to the call and the guidance of God, I have never 
preached in my entire life to please people. 

Am I now trying to win the approval of human beings, or of God? Or am I trying to please 
people? If I were still trying to please people, I would not be a servant of Christ - Galatians 

1:10 




Able to teach and preach

his clothes torn and dust on his head. When he arrived, there was Eli sitting on his chair by 
the side of the road, watching, because his heart feared for the ark of God. When the man 
entered the town and told what had happened, the whole town sent up a cry. Eli heard the 
outcry and asked, “What is the meaning of this uproar?” The man hurried over to Eli, 15 
who was ninety-eight years old and whose eyes had failed so that he could not see. He told 
Eli, “I have just come from the battle line; I fled from it this very day.” Eli asked, “What 
happened, my son?” The man who brought the news replied, “Israel fled before the 
Philistines, and the army has suffered heavy losses. Also your two sons, Hophni and 
Phinehas, are dead, and the ark of God has been captured - 1 Samuel 4:12 - 17 


I have seen certain pastors families were destroyed in very bad way and brought the bad 
name to the Christ Jesus and to the Church. Their children did the evil things which the 
non-Christians also do not do. For the result of that, the entire family was destroyed and 
the people learned the lesion to keep the fear of the God in their lives to able to preach. 


Coming to my life and the ministry, me and my brothers and sister were well trained by 
our parents to not to live in the sinful things. From the childhood we were trained and 
learned the Godly way of living through them. As the matter of fact my prayer life and the 
interest in the ministry were injected by my mother. The same things I taught to my one 
and only son. He became the great servant of God and preaching in and around. In the 
little age he became the preacher for the largest meetings. I always keep myself to live to 
please God in every move in the life to be able to preach in and around to reach the un- 



reached. 



Preach the Gospel only 


Christ did not send me to baptize, but to preach the gospel, not in cleverness of speech, so 
that the cross of Christ would not be made void. For the word of the cross is foolishness to 
those who are perishing, but to us who are being saved it is the power of God - 1 

Corinthians 1:17-18 



reach the Gospel only is an important thing to the preachers. The greatest command 
that was given by the God was to present the gospel to the entire mankind. The gospel 
means, the message of Jesus Christ. In these days, many un-trained preachers were 
raised and preaching as they like. In India the preachers of that kind, criticizing the others 
Gods and facing the problems, some were killed for that reason. For that they feel that 
were beaten for the sake of God, some feel that they were killed for that. 



There was the right example for that, in one particular village there was a team of the 
young preachers going to the deferent villages to preach and present the Christ Jesus. In 
the evening, when they return from the deferent villages, they share their experiences to 
each other. One day one young preacher shared his experience and told them he was 
beaten badly for the sake of the Jesus Christ. The team leader asked him what happened. 
Than he explained the situation what really happened. In the Indian villages, there will be a 
Temple of Rama in the middle of the village. They hold the villages meeting in that place. If 
any other people also came from outside to present something to the villagers, they ask 
them to speak from the Temple platform. This young man was also privileged to do that. 
He started to present the Christ Jesus to them, while preaching, he was emotionally turned 
back to their idol Gods, and told them these are the Gods cannot speak and do anything. 
You are worshipping dead Gods. As soon as he turned back towards the people, they were 
beaten him very badly for the criticizing their Gods. By listening this story, the team leader 
said you were beaten for your foolishness. You need to present the gospel only. You have 
no business to criticize their Gods. As long as you are presenting the gospel they are 
listening. Once you started to criticize their Gods, you were beaten. That’s your foolishness. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, God gave me the wisdom to present the Gospel only to 
the entire people in and around. As the matter of fact in the India there in no problem to 
the Hindus to accept Jesus Christ as one of the God, as they worship many Gods, The 
problem here was with the preachers only. As long as we present the gospel, there is no 
problem. As the matter of fact the Lord Jesus Christ gave the commandment to us to 
present the gospel only. That’s the message of Jesus Christ. 




Preacher 


Definition: In the New Testament sense a 
preacher is a man who has the inner call from 
the Holy Spirit and the external call from the 
church the witnessing body of Christ on earth 
and has been duly set apart as an accredited and 
qualified teacher of the Christian religion. His 
vocation is that of addressing the popular mind 
and heart on religious truth, as that truth is set 
forth in the sacred Scripture, for the spiritual 
profit of the hearer as its end. The preacher, 
recognized as such by the church, speaks as a 
personal witness of God's saving truth, 
explaining it and applying it as the 
circumstances of the people and the time may 
require. The gravity and importance of this 
vocation, as set forth in the sacred Scriptures and amply illustrated in the history of the 
church, surpass those of any other calling among men.

Not many of you should become teachers, my fellow believers because you know that we 
who teach will be judged more strictly - James 3:1 





lie preacher must have the fear that he will be judged strictly. There is a saying for 
j the preachers “Preach what you practice” most of the percent preachers do not 
follow this. It was there in the days of Jesus Christ also during His stay on the face of 
the earth with the human flesh. 

A Warning against Hypocrisy: Then Jesus said to the crowds and to his disciples: 
“The teachers of the law and the Pharisees sit in Moses’ seat. So you must be careful to do 
everything they tell you. But do not do what they do, for they do not practice what they 
preach. They tie up heavy, cumbersome loads and put them on other people’s shoulders, 
but they themselves are not willing to lift a finger to move them. “Everything they do is 
done for people to see: They make their phylacteries wide and the tassels on their garments 
long; they love the place of honor at banquets and the most important seats in the 
synagogues; they love to be greeted with respect in the marketplaces and to be called 
‘Rabbi’ by others. “But you are not to be called ‘Rabbi,’ for you have one Teacher, and 
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you are all brothers. And do not call anyone on earth ‘father,’ for you have one Father, and 


he is in heaven. Nor are you to be called instructors, for you have one Instructor, the 
Messiah. The greatest among you will be your servant. 12 For those who exalt themselves 
will be humbled, and those who humble themselves will be exalted. 

Seven Woes on the Teachers of the Law and the Pharisees: “Woe to you, 
teachers of the law and Pharisees, you hypocrites! You shut the door of the kingdom of 
heaven in people’s faces. You yourselves do not enter, nor will you let those enter who are 

trying to - Matthew 23:1 - 14 

In these days I have seen some preachers who took it as profession to make money for their 
survival. I have seen such preachers total destroyed with their families. One pastor of the 
large church was the good preacher; people use to admire him for the preaching. But in the 
end his children were became the criminals and son died in the young age for his evil 
things. Daughter became like an adulterate. The entire family was destroyed because of his 
false preaching’s. He was the preacher who does not practice the things in his life that what 
he preach to the people. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, I always check myself to have the exemplary life 
according to my preaching’s. As the matter of fact the people always watch that what kind 
of life we are living. I tell openly in the church, if I don’t carry the good testimony, I will 
stop preaching. I ask everyone to come and ask someone in the place where I am living. If I 
do not carry the good testimony where I live, I will stop the preaching.

Sometimes certain people from the audiences 
come and tell me and also to teach us about the sermons. Unless you are confident about 
your preaching, you will be in trouble.

One hundred percent we can say from the living God only 
the real wisdom comes. 


True Wisdom Comes from God: If you are wise and understand God’s ways, prove it 
by living an honorable life, doing good works with the humility that comes from wisdom.

It is also peace loving, gentle at all times, and willing to yield to 
others. It is full of mercy and the fruit of good deeds. It shows no favoritism and is always 
sincere.

righteousness - James 3:13-18

He grabbed him and 
began to choke him. ‘Pay back what you owe me!’ he demanded. “His fellow servant fell to 
his knees and begged him, ‘Be patient with me, and I will pay it back.’ “But he refused. 

When 
the other servants saw what had happened, they were outraged and went and told their 
master everything that had happened. “Then the master called the servant in. ‘You wicked 
servant,’ he said, ‘I canceled all that debt of yours because you begged me to.

He fell to the ground and 
heard a voice say to him, “Saul, Saul, why do you persecute me?” “Who are you, Lord?” 
Saul asked. “I am Jesus, whom you are persecuting,” he replied. “Now get up and go into 
the city, and you will be told what you must do.” The men traveling with Saul stood there 
speechless; they heard the sound but did not see anyone. Saul got up from the ground, but 
when he opened his eyes he could see nothing. So they led him by the hand into Damascus. 
For three days he was blind, and did not eat or drink anything. In Damascus there was a 
disciple named Ananias. The Lord called to him in a vision, “Ananias!” “Yes, Lord,” he 
answered. The Lord told him, “Go to the house of Judas on Straight Street and ask for a 
man from Tarsus named Saul, for he is praying. In a vision he has seen a man named 
Ananias come and place his hands on him to restore his sight.” “Lord,” Ananias answered, 
“I have heard many reports about this man and all the harm he has done to your holy 
people in Jerusalem. And he has come here with authority from the chief priests to arrest 
all who call on your name.” But the Lord said to Ananias. “Go! This man is my chosen 
instrument to proclaim my name to the Gentiles and their kings and to the people of Israel. 
I will show him how much he must suffer for my name.” Then Ananias went to the house 
and entered it. Placing his hands on Saul, he said, “Brother Saul, the Lord Jesus, who 
appeared to you on the road as you were coming here has sent me so that you may see 






again and be filled with the Holy Spirit.” Immediately, something like scales fell from 
Saul’s eyes, and he could see again. He got up and was baptized, and after taking some 

food, he regained his strength - Acts 9:1-19 

God made St. Paul as the humble preacher to reach the gentiles. God made any others as 
humble to present the gospel to the gentiles.

the Spirit you received, or a different gospel from the one you accepted, you put up with it 
easily enough. I do not think I am in the least inferior to those “super-apostles.” I may 
indeed be untrained as a speaker, but I do have knowledge. We have made this perfectly 
clear to you in every way. Was it a sin for me to lower myself in order to elevate you by 
preaching the gospel of God to you free of charge? I robbed other churches by receiving 
support from them so as to serve you. And when I was with you and needed something, I 
was not a burden to anyone, for the brothers who came from Macedonia supplied what I 
needed. I have kept myself from being a burden to you in any way, and will continue to do 
so. As surely as the truth of Christ is in me, nobody in the regions of Achaia will stop this 
boasting of mine. Why? Because I do not love you? God knows I do! And I will keep on 
doing what I am doing in order to cut the ground from under those who want an 
opportunity to be considered equal with us in the things they boast about. For such people 
are false apostles, deceitful workers, masquerading as apostles of Christ. And no wonder, 
for Satan himself masquerades as an angel of light. It is not surprising, then, if his servants 
also masquerade as servants of righteousness. Their end will be what their actions deserve -

“God asking someone, if you want 
to go heaven, you will be an ordinary person there; if you want to go to hell there you will 
be the bishop. Than that man asked God let me go to hell, I want be a bishop” here we can 
see the evil desire of this man. He does not know that he will be there in the hell forever. 
The church must be careful about these fake apostles and the bishops. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, I was invited by many fake missions to work as the 
apostle and as the bishop for their organizations with big salary and the other benefits. 
Never in my life turned my mind towards those things. I was strictly committed to my call 
and the ministry. There I am seeing the growth both in my life and in the ministry. 




False Teachers and Their Destruction 


But there were also false prophets among the people, just as there will be false teachers 
among you. They will secretly introduce destructive heresies, even denying the sovereign 
Lord who bought them bringing swift destruction on themselves. Many will follow their 
depraved conduct and will bring the way of truth into disrepute. In their greed these 
teachers will exploit you with fabricated stories. Their condemnation has long been 
hanging over them, and their destruction has not been sleeping - 2 Peter 2:1-3 



alse Teachers and Their Destruction; the one who is doing the false teaching will 
destroy himself and also his entire family. There were many false teachers in the 
bible history. Let’s see some of the stories. 



Exposing the False Teachers: (View Galatians 5:7 - 12) 


First: false teachers distract Christians from obeying the truth of the gospel and its 

teachings- Galatians 5:7 

Paul compliments the Galatian believers for running a good race. Running a race was one 
of Paul's favorite images for living the Christian life. Here this image portrays how well 
they were obeying the truth. The gospel set the course for their life, and they were running 
well in that course. The reality of their belief in the truth about Christ was demonstrated 
by their obedience to Christ. But then they were distracted, tripped and so hindered from 
running this race. Paul asks them, who cut in on you and kept you from obeying the truth? 
The question is rhetorical. Paul knows the answer. But by asking the question this way he 
exposes the false teachers' negative effect on the life of the believers. The picture is of a 
runner who distracts another runner, blocks his way, cuts in on him and trips him. 
Everyone would have been very angry with a runner who did such a thing. He would have 
broken the clear rules against cutting in or tripping in the foot races of the Greek festivals. 
He would be immediately disqualified and excluded from the festival. 

The false teachers are hindering the Christians from obeying the truth of the gospel with 
all their talk about joining the Jewish people and keeping the law. All those who get the 
church off on a tangent, away from the clear direction given by the central truth of the 
gospel, are like these false teachers. They should be disqualified and excluded from the 



churches. 



Second: False teachers replace the call of God with their own deceptive persuasiveness 
That kind of persuasion does not come from the one who calls you - Galatians 5:8 

That kind of persuasion does not come from the one who calls you, Paul informs his 
readers. When Paul had preached the gospel, the Galatians heard the voice of God calling 
them through Paul 

I am astonished that you are so quickly deserting the one who called you to live in the grace 
of Christ and are turning to a different gospel - Galatians 1:6 

But when the false teachers teach, all that can be heard is flattery, boastfulness and empty 
rhetoric. They are skillful orators. No doubt they claim to be giving God's message backed 
by Scripture. But all one can hear through their strident voices is a harsh repetition of the 
demands of the law. What a contrast to "the one who called you by the grace of Christ" 
and the God who "called me by his grace" 


When God, who set me apart from my mother's womb and called me by his grace, was 

pleased - 1:15 

Their message is all about the works of the law, not about God's work of grace in Christ. 
So obviously their persuasion does not come from God, who always calls by his grace. 




Third: False teachers gain control over the whole church 


This false teaching is like a little yeast that spreads through the whole batch of dough - 

Galatians 5:9 

Just as a little yeast works through the whole batch of dough, so the negative influence of a 
few false teachers has penetrated the whole church and is quickly coming to control the 
direction of the church. False teachers are like that; they seek to dominate every situation 
in the life of the church. 


Fourth: False teachers cause confusion and discouragement 

I am confident in the Lord that you will take no other view. The one who is throwing you 
into confusion, whoever that may be, will have to pay the penalty - Galatians 5:10 

When the Galatians were converted, they related to God with the joyful confidence of 
children, calling him "Abba, Father" through the Spirit. But their confidence in God's 
grace has been badly shaken by the false teachers, who threaten them with the judgment of 
God if they do not keep the law of God. They are confused and discouraged. So Paul 
reassures the Galatians of his confidence in the Lord regarding them: I am confident in the 
Lord that you will take no other view. And then he turns the tables on the false teachers by 
putting them under the judgment of God: The one who is throwing you into confusion will 
pay the penalty, whoever he may be. 




Fifth; False teachers spread false reports about spiritual leaders. We may infer that 


Brothers and sisters, if I am still preaching circumcision, why am I still being persecuted? 
In that case the offense of the cross has been abolished - Galatians 5:11 

Paul's response to a false report that had been given about him, Since the immediate 
context focuses on the corrupting influence of the false teachers, it seems reasonable to 
suppose that they claimed Paul's support for their campaign to circumcise the Gentile 
believers. We don't know on what basis they would have done this. Perhaps if this letter 
was written after Paul circumcised Timothy, 


Paul wanted to take him along on the journey, so he circumcised him because of the Jews 
who lived in that area, for they all knew that his father was a Greek - Acts 16:3 

They may have appealed to that incident. Or maybe they pointed to Paul's own willingness 
to continue his Jewish way of life even after his conversion 


To the Jews I became like a Jew, to win the Jews. To those under the law I became like one 
under the law (though I myself am not under the law), so as to win those under the law 1 

Corinthians 9:20 


Whatever their basis may have been, they gave a false report about Paul to strengthen 



their own position. 



Paul had, of course, preached circumcision before his conversion. He had been "extremely 
zealous for the traditions" of Judaism 


I was advancing in Judaism beyond many of my own age among my people and was 
extremely zealous for the traditions of my fathers - Galatians 1:14 

But after his conversion he preached the cross of Christ as the only way of salvation. True, 
he continued to support Jewish Christian adherence to the traditional Jewish way of life. 
But he consistently resisted anyone who tried to "force Gentiles to follow Jewish customs" 
When I saw that they were not acting in line with the truth of the gospel, I said to Cephas 
in front of them all, "You are a Jew, yet you live like a Gentile and not like a Jew. How is it, 
then, that you force Gentiles to follow Jewish customs? - Galatians 2:14 


That was a key point of his autobiography 


For you have heard of my previous way of life in Judaism, how intensely I persecuted the 
church of God and tried to destroy it - Galatians 1:13 
I do not set aside the grace of God, for if righteousness could be gained through the law, 

Christ died for nothing - Galatians 2:21 

Paul proves that the report that he is still preaching circumcision is false by pointing to the 
fact that he is being persecuted 

Brothers and sisters, if I am still preaching circumcision, why am I still being persecuted? 
In that case the offense of the cross has been abolished - Galatians 5:11 




Both non-Christian Jews and many Christian Jews fiercely opposed him precisely because 
he did not require circumcision. His refusal to require circumcision clearly implied that it 
was not necessary to belong to the Jewish nation to belong to the covenant people of God. 
By denying the exclusive claim of the Jewish people to be the only true people of God, Paul 
seemed to deny the reason for the Jewish people's very existence. No wonder, then, that 
they persecuted him from one country to another. If Paul had preached circumcision, then 
he would not have been persecuted by the Jews. By preaching circumcision, he would have 
been communicating that it was necessary to belong to the Jewish nation because the 
salvation of God was available only to those within this nation. 


Paul says in verse elven that if he has communicated that salvation is only in the Jewish 
nation by preaching circumcision, the offense of the cross has been abolished. For then the 
message that salvation is only through the cross of Christ would have been denied. The 
offense of the cross is that it denies a "most favored nation" status, a "superior race" 
category, as the reason for God's blessing. For the blessing of God comes only through the 



cross, where the judgment of God upon all was removed by Christ's death 



Christ redeemed us from the curse of the law by becoming a curse for us, for it is written: 
“Cursed is everyone who is hung on a pole.” He redeemed us in order that the blessing 
given to Abraham might come to the Gentiles through Christ Jesus, so that by faith we 
might receive the promise of the Spirit - Galatians 3:13-14 

The message of Christ crucified is offensive not only to Jews but also to the pride of all who 
want to claim some personal merit as the basis of God's approval. 

Sixth: False teachers emphasize sensational rituals. 

I just wish that those troublemakers who want to mutilate you by circumcision would 

mutilate themselves - Galatians 5:12 

Sounds terribly harsh and crude, but we must interpret it in its historical and cultural 
context. It would indeed have been a sensational ceremony if all the male members of the 
Galatian churches had been circumcised by the false teachers. But then, Paul says, 
somewhat sarcastically, if they really want to put on a sensational show, I wish they would 
go the whole way and emasculate them. He is probably referring here to a barbaric ritual 
that actually took place in his day in Galatian pagan temples. The priests of Cybele, the 
mother goddess of the earth, castrated themselves with ritual pincers and placed their 
testicles in a box. (Such a box is now on display in the Fitzwilliam Museum in Cambridge, 
England.) The false teachers were leading the Galatian Christians to think that the ritual of 
circumcision was a sacred act that would bring them into fellowship with God. But Paul 
has already said that "in Christ Jesus neither circumcision nor un-circumcision has any 



value" 



For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision nor un-circumcision has any value. The only thing 
that counts is faith expressing itself through love - Galatians 5:6 

Now he puts the ritual of circumcision in the same category as the ritual castration of the 

Galli, the priests of the mother-goddess of the earth, Cybele; it had no more significance to 

the Gentile Christians than any of the other barbaric, bloody rituals practiced in the 

ancient world. 


So Paul has totally discredited the value of circumcision and the motives of the false 


teachers who want to impose it upon the churches in Galatia. They only "want to make a 


good impression outwardly" 


Those who want to impress people by means of the flesh are trying to compel you to be 
circumcised. The only reason they do this is to avoid being persecuted for the cross of 

Christ - Galatians 6:12 

They want to boast in their sensational ceremony 



Not even those who are circumcised keep the law, yet they want you to be circumcised that 
they may boast about your circumcision in the flesh - Galatians 6:13 



Since their motive is to put on an impressive ritual show, they might as well learn a few 
lessons from the pagan priests, who really know how to put on a good show when it comes 
to using a knife on the human body! 

It is never pleasant to expose the deceptive, destructive tactics of the "false brothers." But 
it is necessary to do so in order to protect the freedom of fellow Christians. Of course 
circumcision is not an issue today. But we are constantly faced with a choice between 
different religious options. They are not all the same; they are not all spokes on a wheel 
leading to the same hub. Some religious options lead to slavery and imprisonment. Only by 
obedience to the truth of the gospel of Christ can we protect the freedom that is ours in 
Christ. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, from the beginning I was aware about the false 
teacher. By the grace of the God my mother was the Bible teacher and also I use to attend a 
strong church in the teachings. That made me so strong to stand for the living God by not 
adopting any kind of false teachings. As I had the strong foundation in the spiritual life, 
that made me live stand in the right teachings and also helping me to lead the people in the 
right way. Because of this reason our ministry is very strong with the right teachings. 



Because of this reason the church is growing both in the spirit and the number. 



Do not believe every spirit 


On Denying the Incarnation: Dear friends, do not believe every spirit, but test the 
spirits to see whether they are from God, because many false prophets have gone out into 
the world. This is how you can recognize the Spirit of God: Every spirit that acknowledges 
that Jesus Christ has come in the flesh is from God, but every spirit that does not 
acknowledge Jesus is not from God. This is the spirit of the antichrist, which you have 
heard is coming and even now is already in the world. You, dear children, are from God 
and have overcome them, because the one who is in you is greater than the one who is in 
the world. They are from the world and therefore speak from the viewpoint of the world, 
and the world listens to them. We are from God, and whoever knows God listens to us; but 
whoever is not from God does not listen to us. This is how we recognize the Spirit of truth 

and the spirit of falsehood.- 1 John 4:1-6

o not believe every spirit; this is very important for the God’s servants and also to 
the children of God to realize and careful. I have seen many people were influenced 
with the light of angel. They least bother about that what spirit they had. They 
preach with authority about the false prophesies and the teachings which leads the people 






in the wrong way. I always pray for pastors and the leaders, not be utilized in the hands of 
Satan to mislead the church. There were some churches in the history, who led the people 
with wrong spirit and the doctrine to burn them in the church by thinking that they go to 
heaven. These kind of things happened in California America and also in the Uganda 
Africa.

In these days Satan is handling many God’s children and servants with the wrong spirits. 
It’s very important thing for the God’s children and the servants to know with what spirit 
they are working. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, many times I was in the attack of Satan to go in the 
wrong paths, but the great God protected me in every situation to stand strong for the 
living God. The point here was that we should not be over confident about the spirit that 
what we have. Scriptures are very clear about the Holy Ghost and its works. When we are 
there with the scriptures, we can easily identify the wrong spirits. When we have the self- 
checking every time, we can stand strong in the Holy Ghost to live for the living God to 
fulfdl His plans through our lives. 




Self-made preachers 


The time will come when people will not put up with sound doctrine. Instead, to suit their 
own desires, they will gather around them a great number of teachers to say what their 
itching ears want to hear. They will turn their ears away from the truth and turn aside to 

myths - 2 Timothy 4:3 - 4

16:13 

The beast was captured, and with it the false prophet who had performed the signs on its 
behalf. With these signs he had deluded those who had received the mark of the beast and 
worshiped its image.

The devil, who deceived them, was thrown into the lake of burning sulfur, where the beast 
and the false prophet had been thrown. They will be tormented day and night for ever and 

ever - Revelation 20:10 



T he False Prophet is given supernatural power to do things like calling fire down from 
heaven. 

It performed great signs, even causing fire to come down from heaven to the earth in 
full view of the people - Revelation 13:13 

The signs he performs, combined with the demonic words he speaks 


I saw three unclean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the 
mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of the false prophet. For they are the spirits of 
devils, working miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of the whole world, 
to gather them to the battle of that great day of God Almighty - Revelation 16:13-14 

Will cause people to give their allegiance to and even worship the Beast 


He deceives those who dwell on the earth by those signs which he was granted to do in the 
sight of the beast, telling those who dwell on the earth to make an image to the beast who 
was wounded by the sword and lived - Revelation 13:14 

This man will wield tremendous religious influence, and inspired by the Dragon, he will 
successfully convince most of the world to commit idolatry 


It exercised all the authority of the first beast on its behalf, and made the earth and its 
inhabitants worship the first beast, whose fatal wound had been healed - Revelation 13:12 


The Bible does not reveal the False Prophet's name or even the number of his name, as it 
does for the Beast. Instead, we will have to recognize him by his fruits by what he says and 



does. 



True and False Prophets 



Watch out for false prophets. They come to you in sheep’s clothing, but inwardly they are 
ferocious wolves. By their fruit you will recognize them. Do people pick grapes from thorn 
bushes, or figs from thistles? Likewise, every good tree bears good fruit, but a bad tree 
bears bad fruit. A good tree cannot bear bad fruit, and a bad tree cannot bear good fruit. 
Every tree that does not bear good fruit is cut down and thrown into the fire. Thus, by 
their fruit you will recognize them - Matthew 7:15-20 





et, even this is a tricky proposition. For instance, the False Prophet will be able to 
call down fire from heaven, and yet Elijah, a true prophet of God, did the same. 


At the time of sacrifice, the prophet Elijah stepped forward and prayed: “Lord, the God of 
Abraham, Isaac and Israel, let it be known today that you are God in Israel and that I am 
your servant and have done all these things at your command. Answer me, Lord; answer 
me, so these people will know that you, Lord, are God, and that you are turning their 
hearts back again.” Then the fire of the Lord fell and burned up the sacrifice, the wood, the 
stones and the soil, and also licked up the water in the trench - 1 Kings 18:36-38 

If we see a man calling fire down from heaven, how do we know whether he is true or 
false? 

The end time is prophesied to be full of deceptions 


Many false prophets will appear and deceive many people - Matthew 24:11 

And the elect will not be totally immune to having the wool pulled over their eyes 
For false messiahs and false prophets will appear and perform great signs and wonders to 

deceive, if possible, even the elect - Matthew 24:24 

It will take careful evaluation to see through the facade and to recognize Satan's servants 
for what they are, rather than what they appear to be - Mark 13:22 



And no wonder, for Satan himself masquerades as an angel of light. It is not surprising, 
then, if his servants also masquerade as servants of righteousness. Their end will be what 
their actions deserve -II Corinthians 11:14-15 



The details given about the False Prophet are few. However, if we understand the patterns 
and motivations that the Bible reveals about the class of people called "false prophets," we 
will be better equipped to recognize the general mold that the end-time False Prophet will 
fit. Both Testaments describe false prophets, and Peter, John, and Jesus Christ specifically 
warn of false prophets that affect church members. 





Defining Prophet 



ecause of the way "prophet" is commonly 

D 

| J used, there is a misconception that its 
basic definition is "someone who foretells the 
future," but this definition is too narrow. 
Prophet is better defined as "one who speaks 
for another." A true prophet, then, is a person 
who speaks for God, delivering a message that 
God has ordained him to give. 


Then the LORD said to Moses, "See, I have made you like God to Pharaoh, and your 
brother Aaron will be your prophet - Exodus 7:1 


God tells Moses that Aaron, his brother, would be his (Moses') prophet, even as Moses was 
God's prophet. Because of Moses' unbelief in God's ability to speak through him, God 
would speak to Moses, who would tell Aaron what to say to others Pharaoh in particular 
You are to say everything I command you, and your brother Aaron is to tell Pharaoh to let 

the Israelites go out of his country - Exodus 7:2 




It is the function of speaking for another, rather than the miracles they performed or their 
foretelling of what would befall Egypt, which defined Moses and Aaron as prophets. 

Frequently, the words a prophet spoke on God's behalf were, in fact, foretelling what 
would happen later. However, the prophet's essential role was to speak for God, regardless 
of whether he did any predicting of the future. A prophet expresses the will of God in 
words, and sometimes he uses signs to back up what he says and to demonstrate God's 
power behind it. 

In a similar way, a false prophet also may not be in the business of foretelling the future. A 
false prophet is simply someone who speaks for another but falsely. False prophets either 
speak for the wrong god, or they claim to have heard from the true God but do not 
accurately represent Him or His words. At the very least, they speak out of their own 
human hearts, but more likely, the "god" they are speaking for is really a demon. 


It is true that, if a prophet foretells something that fails to come to pass, he is a false 
prophet 

But a prophet who presumes to speak in my name anything I have not commanded, or a 
prophet who speaks in the name of other gods, is to be put to death.” You may say to 
yourselves, “How can we know when a message has not been spoken by the Lord?” If what 
a prophet proclaims in the name of the Lord does not take place or come true, that is a 
message the Lord has not spoken. That prophet has spoken presumptuously, so do not be 

alarmed - Deuteronomy 18:20 - 22 




But foretelling the future correctly is not the determining factor when looking at false 


prophets. The real issue is whether one who claims to be representing God and speaking 
for Him, is doing so accurately or falsely. A prophet may accurately predict an event or 
demonstrate supernatural power, but if he is leading people away from the true worship of 
the true God, he is a false prophet. 

If there arises among you a prophet or a dreamer of dreams, and he gives you a sign or a 
wonder, and the sign or the wonder comes to pass, of which he spoke to you, saying, "Let 
us go after other gods" which you have not known — "and let us serve them," you shall not 
listen to the words of that prophet or that dreamer of dreams, for the Lord your God is 
testing you to know whether you love the Lord your God with all your heart and with all 
your soul. You shall walk after the Lord your God and fear Him, and keep His 
commandments and obey His voice; you shall serve Him and hold fast to Him. But that 
prophet or that dreamer of dreams shall be put to death, because he has spoken in order to 
turn you away from the Lord your God, who brought you out of the land of Egypt and 
redeemed you from the house of bondage, to entice you from the way in which the Lord 
your God commanded you to walk. So you shall put away the evil from your midst. 



If there arise among you a prophet, or a dreamer of dreams, and giveth thee a sign or a 
wonder, And the sign or the wonder come to pass, whereof he spake unto thee, saying, Let 



us go after other gods, which thou hast not known, and let us serve them; Thou shalt not 
hearken unto the words of that prophet, or that dreamer of dreams: for the Lord your God 
proveth you, to know whether ye love the Lord your God with all your heart and with all 
your soul. Ye shall walk after the Lord your God, and fear him, and keep his 
commandments, and obey his voice, and ye shall serve him, and cleave unto him. And that 
prophet, or that dreamer of dreams, shall be put to death; because he hath spoken to turn 
you away from the Lord your God, which brought you out of the land of Egypt, and 
redeemed you out of the house of bondage, to thrust thee out of the way which the Lord thy 
God commanded thee to walk in. So shalt thou put the evil away from the midst of thee - 

Deuteronomy 13:1-5 


This passage begins with the assumption that the prophet does foretell the future 
accurately or perform some other, humanly impossible work. Nevertheless, if that 
prophet's central message is to follow after a different god or to take a spiritual path that 
the true God has not said to take, that person is a false prophet. God states unequivocally 
that misrepresenting Him incurs the death penalty, 


The beast was captured, and with it the false prophet who had performed the signs on its 
behalf. With these signs he had deluded those who had received the mark of the beast and 
worshiped its image. The two of them were thrown alive into the fiery lake of burning 

sulfur - Revelation 19:20 


Says that this is exactly what happens to the False Prophet: He is thrown into the Lake of 



Fire. 



Dodging Moral Teaching 



The message of the false prophet is contrasted, 


You must not listen to the words of that prophet or dreamer. The Lord your God is testing 
you to find out whether you love him with all your heart and with all your soul. It is the 
Lord your God you must follow, and him you must revere. Keep his commands and obey 
him; serve him and hold fast to him -Deuteronomy 13:3 - 4 



W ith loving the true God with all of our heart and soul (life), walking after Him, 
fearing Him, keeping His commandments, obeying His voice, serving Him, and 
holding fast to Him. These elements indicate what God wants His people to be 
focused on, helping to define whether a man claiming to speak for God is truly doing so or 
not. 


Verse 4 mentions obeying God's voice and keeping His commandments. This is a regular 
theme with God's true prophets: They always have God's law undergirding their messages. 
When the Old Testament prophets were sent to warn or inform Israel and Judah, they 
always pointed out the grievous ways in which the people had transgressed God's law. 


False prophets, on the other hand, will not hold the moral line that God requires. 
Lamentations 2:14 says that the false prophets "have not uncovered your iniquity, to bring 
back your captives, but have envisioned for you false prophecies and delusions." False 
prophets will not connect the dots between the sinfulness of a nation and national calamity. 
They instead focus on something other than God's standard of righteousness. 


This same principle appears 


The Darkness Turns to Light : When someone tells you to consult mediums and 
spiritists, who whisper and mutter, should not a people inquire of their God? Why consult 
the dead on behalf of the living? Consult God’s instruction and the testimony of warning. 
If anyone does not speak according to this word, they have no light of dawn.-Isaiah 8:19-20 

Both houses of Israel were guilty of seeking out mediums and wizards for spiritual 
guidance, and God's response is very telling: 





And when they say to you, "Seek those who are mediums and wizards, who whisper and 
mutter," should not a people seek their God? Should they seek the dead on behalf of the 
living? To the law and to the testimony! If they do not speak according to this word, it is 
because there is no light in them. 

God gives us a standard by which to measure the words of a prophet: the law and 
testimony His Word. If the prophet's message contradicts what is already established as 
God's Word, it is evidence that he lacks spiritual understanding. If his words do not line up 
with God's law and testimony, he is not speaking the truth. 

In summary, the hallmark of a true prophet is his upholding of the law of God, while false 
prophets dodge moral teaching and instead preach a message that appeals to the masses. 
God's truth is abhorrent to the natural mind. 

The mind governed by the flesh is hostile to God; it does not submit to God's law, nor can it 

do so - Romans 8:7 

Thus it is quite common for God's prophets to be killed, while the false prophets enjoy 



widespread popularity and support. 



The current trend of outcome-based churches serves as a good example. Their leaders 
preach a widely popular message, and thousands of people follow them. Yet, Jesus says 
Woe to you when everyone speaks well of you, for that is how their ancestors treated the 

false prophets - Luke 6:26 

Woe to you when all men speak well of you, for so did their fathers to the false prophets. 

Popularity is not a good measurement of God's pleasure with a leader! 

Jesus Christ, the most perfect Spokesman for God who has ever lived, only had about 120 
true followers when His ministry ended. 

In those days Peter stood up among the believers a group numbering about a hundred and 

twenty -Acts 1:15 

This was not due to failure on His part, but because His Father's message could be 
wholeheartedly believed only by those whose minds God had already prepared to accept it. 

"Purpose-Driven" church leaders will not preach the unadulterated Word of God because 
they know it is divisive. It would also thwart their goals of a large following and a large 
income. Thus, their messages do not involve repentance, sound doctrine, or God's law, 
except where it may serve to further whatever purpose is driving them. Their messages do 
not remind people of their moral responsibilities to God and brother, and thus if they claim 
to speak for God or say that God sent them, we can know from biblical patterns that they 
are, in fact, false prophets. Their large churches, as amazing as they might seem, are not 
accurate indicators of God's involvement or blessing. 




Fruits of False Prophets 



he apostle Peter, in warning against false prophets, illuminates their characteristics 
and the entirety .2 Peter 2 is about false prophets and false teachers. What sort of 
message would these men preach? What would be one's impression of God whom 
they allegedly spoke for after watching and listening to such men? 




"But there were also false prophets among the people, even as there will be false teachers 
among you, who will secretly bring in destructive heresies, even denying the Lord who 
bought them, and bring on themselves swift destruction" 

There were also false prophets among the people, just as there will be false teachers among 
you. They will secretly introduce destructive heresies, even denying the sovereign Lord who 
bought them—bringing swift destruction on themselves - 2 Peter 2:1 

The King James Version calls their heresies damnable, implying that their words their 
messages are destructive to one's faith and relationship with God. "Denying the Lord" does 
not mean they deny that He lived or died or that He is God, but that their words and 
conduct are opposed to His fundamental nature. Their lives deny any close contact with 
Him. 

"By covetousness they will exploit you with deceptive words; for a long time their 
judgment has not been idle, and their destruction does not slumber" 

In their greed these teachers will exploit you with fabricated stories. Their condemnation 
has long been hanging over them, and their destruction has not been sleeping - 2 Peter 2:3 

False prophets use human nature's proclivity toward covetousness to make inroads to a 
person's heart. 

And especially those who walk according to the flesh in the lust of uncleanness and despise 
authority, they are presumptuous, self-willed. They are not afraid to speak evil of 




dignitaries, whereas angels, who are greater in power and might, do not bring a reviling 
accusation against them before the Lord" 

This is especially true of those who follow the corrupt desire of the flesh and despise 
authority. 

Bold and arrogant, they are not afraid to heap abuse on celestial beings; yet even angels, 
although they are stronger and more powerful, do not heap abuse on such beings when 
bringing judgment on them from the Lord - 2 Peter 2:10 - 11 

False prophets "walk according to the flesh"; their minds are primarily on physical things 
rather than the true things of God. God is not in all their thoughts. 

In his pride the wicked man does not seek him; in all his thoughts there is no room for God 

- Psalm 10:4 

They also despise authority other than their own and apparently think themselves superior 
even to God's angels. They are presumptuous and self-willed, acting out of the dictates of 
their own hearts (or the influence of a demon) rather than following God with humility and 
trusting Him to bring His will to pass. 

Having eyes full of adultery and that cannot cease from sin, enticing unstable souls. They 
have a heart trained in covetous practices, and are accursed children. They have forsaken 
the right way and gone astray, following the way of Balaam the son of Beor, who loved the 



wages of unrighteousness. 



Having eyes full of adultery, and that cannot cease from sin; beguiling unstable souls: an 
heart they have exercised with covetous practices; cursed children: Which have forsaken 
the right way, and are gone astray, following the way of Balaam the son of Bosor, who 
loved the wages of unrighteousness - 2 Peter 2:14-15 

The apostle says false prophets have "eyes full of adultery." While this may apply literally, 
it can also more generally describe unfaithfulness a willingness to abandon an agreement if 
they feel it is in their interest to do so. They also worry little about resisting sin. Their 
hearts are especially trained in covetousness, and like Balaam, they are willing to do just 
about anything for personal gain. 

"While they promise them liberty, they themselves are slaves of corruption; for by whom a 
person is overcome, by him also he is brought into bondage" 

They promise them freedom, while they themselves are slaves of depravity for "people are 
slaves to whatever has mastered them - 2 Peter 2:19 

They promise liberty freedom, perhaps, from keeping God's law or from persecution or 
tribulation but they are themselves enslaved to sin. 

Not every false prophet will have each of these characteristics, but as generalities, they 
describe men who are much more concerned about their own situation, well-being, 
reputation, autonomy, and position than about accurately representing God. We will know 
these men to be false by the overall fruits they produce, even as they speak clever words 
that may even contain a degree of truth. This is seen in Jesus' warning

thornbushes, or figs from thistles? Likewise, every good tree bears good fruit, but a bad 
tree bears bad fruit.

Jesus does not spell out what "fruits" to look for, although in the Olivet Prophecy, He does 
link the deceptions of false prophets with the lawlessness and lack of love that abounds at 
the end time 

Many false prophets will appear and deceive many people. 12 Because of the increase of 
wickedness, the love of most will grow cold, 13 but the one who stands firm to the end will 

be saved - Matthew 24:11-13 

However, the rest of the Bible elucidates God's character and nature, so we already have 
the tools to evaluate whether a message allegedly coming from God fits with what His 
Word reveals about Him. God is not double-minded; He will not contradict Himself. 




By Their Words 



false prophet, then, can be anyone who claims to be speaking for God, but whose 
message is contrary to God. False prophets will not convict people of sin, for they 
themselves do not feel convicted. While true prophets speak according to God's law and 
testimony, false prophets speak soft, easy things to make them more popular. They will tell 



people what they want to hear. 


A true prophet expresses the will of God with words. Sometimes signs, wonders, and 
foretelling are involved to add additional weight, but the most important part is the 
message. A true prophet points people to God and shows people their sins. False prophets 
point people to almost anything else. If they do try to point people to a god, it will be a 
different god from the God of the Bible. Whoever they point to, they do it for their own 

benefit. 


Many false prophets simply point people to themselves. Their covetousness manifests itself 
in a desire for power, influence, control, prestige, or importance the antithesis of being 
poor in spirit, meek, pure in heart, and mourning over their ungodly weaknesses. The true 
prophet does not draw attention to himself but to God. If a prophet or teacher spends a 
great deal of time talking about himself, it is a good indication just who his god is! 


John the Baptist, the last Old Testament prophet, serves as a positive contrast. He 
undoubtedly knew what the angel Gabriel told his father, Zacharias (Luke 1:13-17), but 
there is no record of John promoting this remarkable story. His focus was not on 
proclaiming who he was, but on doing the work that God had given him to do. The fruit of 




his life and teaching reveals that he fulfilled the role of Elijah, which Jesus confirms. A 


false prophet, though, with his covetousness, presumption, and self-will, is more likely to 
end up spending a good deal of time talking about himself. 


Other false prophets, like Balaam, are essentially in it only for the money, and so they will 
do what is necessary to ensure that the gold rolls in. The False Prophet in Revelation points 
the whole world to another man the Beast. A true prophet would never suggest that a man 
be worshipped, with the exception of John the Baptist pointing the people to God's Son, 
Jesus Christ. John pointed people to a Man who was also God, and thus worthy of worship. 


Prophets are false when they fail to express God's will accurately, and they fail because 
they are not in contact with the true God. The fruits of their lives and the meaning behind 
their words will indicate the source of their teaching. To paraphrase Jesus Christ, by their 
words they will be justified, or by their words they will be condemned (Matthew 12:37). 

If the words of a prophet are contrary to Scripture, contrary to God's law, the prophet is 
false, and worthy of condemnation for leading people astray. 




False prophets 


Denying the Incarnation 

Dear friends, do not believe every spirit, but test the spirits to see whether they are from 
God, because many false prophets have gone out into the world. This is how you can 
recognize the Spirit of God: Every spirit that acknowledges that Jesus Christ has come in 
the flesh is from God, but every spirit that does not acknowledge Jesus is not from God. 
This is the spirit of the antichrist, which you have heard is coming and even now is already 
in the world. You, dear children, are from God and have overcome them, because the one 
who is in you is greater than the one who is in the world. They are from the world and 
therefore speak from the viewpoint of the world, and the world listens to them. We are 
from God, and whoever knows God listens to us; but whoever is not from God does not 
listen to us. This is how we recognize the Spirit[a] of truth and the spirit of falsehood.-l

Although it was active exclusively 
within Lutheranism, it had a tremendous impact on Protestantism worldwide, particularly 
in North America and Europe. 

Pietism originated in modern Germany in the late 17th century with the work of Philipp 
Jakob Spener, a Lutheran theologian whose emphasis on personal transformation through 



spiritual rebirth and renewal, individual devotion and piety laid the foundations for the 



movement. Although Spener did not directly advocate the quietistic, legalistic and semi- 


separatist practices of Pietism, they were more or less involved in the positions he assumed 
or the practices which he encouraged. 

Pietism spread from Germany to Switzerland and the rest of German -speaking Europe, 
Scandinavia and the Baltics (where it was heavily influential, leaving a permament mark 
on the region's dominant Lutheranism, with figures like Hans Nielsen Hauge in Norway, 
Carl Olof Rosenius in Sweden, Katarina Asplund in Finland, and Baroness Barbara von 
Kriidener in the Baltics), and the rest of Europe. It was further taken to North America, 
primarily by German and Scandinavian immigrants. There, it influenced Protestants of 
other ethnic backgrounds, taking part in the 18th century foundation of Evangelicalism, a 
vibrant movement within Protestantism that today has some 300 million followers. 

The movement reached its zenith in the mid -18th century, and declined through the 19th 
century, and had almost vanished in America by the end of the 20th century. While 
declining as an identifiable Lutheran group, some of its theological tenets influenced 
Protestantism generally, inspiring the Anglican priest John Wesley to begin the Methodist 
movement and Alexander Mack to begin the Brethren movement among Anabaptists )

The purpose of such "sending away" is to convey messages, 
and thus "messenger" is a common alternative translation. The term may be used 
metaphorically in various contexts, but is mostly found used specifically for early associates 
of the founder of a religion, who were important in spreading his teachings. The word in 
this sense derives from New Testament Greek and was used for the original Twelve 
Apostles of Jesus, as well as a wider group of Early Christian figures including Paul. Some 
other religions use the term for comparable figures in their history. The adjective 
"apostolic" is claimed as a continuing characteristic by many Christian churches, and so 
used far more widely. 

The apostle was an important person with a special mission. We need to study the people 
carefully, that keeps the false apostles away from our congregations.

“Keys to Receive and Release a Prophetic Word” 



1 . 


Put on your priestly garments: The priestly dimension must return to prophetic 


people. Prophetic people must put on their priestly garments and spend quality time in the 
presence of God, understanding their responsibility to minister to God and then to His 
people. 

2. All of the Lord’s words, no matter in what form we hear them, must be quickened and 
revealed by the Holy Spirit. Quicken means "adding life to ordinary words." The Greek 
word for quicken means "to make alive and give life by spiritual power to arouse and 
invigorate." The word Jesus speaks has life and vitality. Other words are just dead 
language. The message can come in a variety of ways flashes of pictures, Scripture verses, 
sentence fragments or impressions. 

3. Activate faith to operate in the gift of prophecy much as you activated your faith to 
receive the gift of salvation. You prophesy according to the portion of your faith. The word 
proportion refers to a ratio. You can have faith to prophesy to one person or faith to 
prophesy to 100 people. It’s all based on the proportion of your faith. 

4. Ask, seek, and knock. We can ask God for a prophetic word. Many are afraid to initiate 
conversation with the heavenly Father because of fear of deception or demonic 




interference. Notice Jesus states that if you ask the Father for gifts, He will not give you 


something contrary to what you ask. God our Father, who is so in love with human beings, 
loves to hear the sound of a human voice asking and inquiring of Him. Call to Me, and I 
will answer you, and show you great and mighty things, which you do not know. Mighty 
comes from the Greek word batsar, which means secrets, mysteries, inaccessible things. 

5. God will immediately speak something to bless the body. God’s first command was to 
bring light to chaos. God speaks as a means to bring life and order. Since the moon and sun 
were not created until the fourth day, the light is the presence of illumination in general. 
Prophetic ministers should speak the light to every dark situation. 

6. Focus is the key. Look in the spirit. Ask yourself, “What do I see, feel or have a knowing 
about the situation?” God speaks through your spirit. It sounds like you. 

7. God will quicken one sentence, word, picture or thought to your spirit. Then you must 
exercise your faith to release the revelation given. It is like a piece of string on a sweater. 
Give it one pull, and let the words flow. Open your mouth wide, and God will fill it. The 
Holy Spirit will not move your mouth or override your will. You must give voice to what 



He is speaking. 



8. Manifestation of the spirit is given to every man. Manifestation means "to see and 


behold, to gaze by voluntary observation." It is to inspect, to appear, to discern, to clearly 
see, to experience, to perceive, to uncover, to lay bear, to reveal. It is also to open to sight, 
signifying shining. 

9. The end result of prophecy is to find a way to put honor and glory back on mankind and 
restore what we lost in the garden: relationship to the Father. Everyone wants his or her 
crown of glory and honor. People are made for validation, celebration and appreciation. 

10. Prophecy releases the power of God, but don’t let that be the center of attention. The 
focus is the heart of God being rightly communicated. 

11. God will give you a signal in your spirit to what He is about to do. I call them feelers. 
You will know when to look, listen and release. 

12. God does not just manifest words; He manifests Himself, so do not quench your 
emotions. Recognize His thoughts in your mind. We must focus. We have the mind of 



Christ. 



13. Recognize the voice of the Lord. God drops things into your spirit, and they manifest on 


the screen of the spirit called the imagination. Because the Lord speaks through your 
human spirit, the voice sounds like your voice. It’s not normally an outside voice, but the 
Lord will quicken words to your human spirit, and the voice sounds like you. God speaks 
through your personality. 

Get to know the Holy Spirit and how to interact with Him on a daily basis. Learn to enter 
God's presence and hear His voice clearly for yourself! Go deeper in your faith with Life in 
the Spirit and change your life and destiny. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, God gave me gift of prophesy. Unless I receive 
prophesy from the living God, I don’t deliver to someone. Sometimes, I use to deliver the 
God given prophesy to the certain people. The people standing beside them, immediately 
asks me to give prophetic word for them. I will tell genteelly that I cannot do that. I must 
revive it from the living God first, than only I can deliver to the respected persons.

Pharaoh then summoned wise men and sorcerers, and the 
Egyptian magicians also did the same things by their secret arts: Each one threw down his 
staff and it became a snake. But Aaron’s staff swallowed up their staffs. Yet Pharaoh’s 
heart became hard and he would not listen to them, just as the Lord had said - Exodus 7:8-

When 
they arrived, they prayed for the new believers there that they might receive the Holy 
Spirit, because the Holy Spirit had not yet come on any of them; they had simply been 
baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus. Then Peter and John placed their hands on them, 
and they received the Holy Spirit. When Simon saw that the Spirit was given at the laying 
on of the apostles’ hands, he offered them money and said, “Give me also this ability so that 
everyone on whom I lay my hands may receive the Holy Spirit.” Peter answered: “May 
your money perish with you, because you thought you could buy the gift of God with 
money! You have no part or share in this ministry, because your heart is not right before 
God. Repent of this wickedness and pray to the Lord in the hope that he may forgive you 




for having such a thought in your heart. I see that you are full of bitterness and captive to 
sin.” Then Simon answered, “Pray to the Lord for me so that nothing you have said may 
happen to me.” After they had further proclaimed the word of the Lord and testified about 
Jesus, Peter and John returned to Jerusalem, preaching the gospel in many Samaritan 

villages - Acts 8:9 - 25

T he Jewish council, angered because the apostles had preached Jesus Christ in spite of 

their prohibition, and discussed ways and means of putting them to death. 

Then they called them in again and commanded them not to speak or teach at all in the 
name of Jesus. 19 But Peter and John replied, “Which is right in God’s eyes: to listen to 
you, or to him? You be the judges! As for us, we cannot help speaking about what we have 

seen and heard - Acts 4:18-20 

The apostles were brought in and made to appear before the Sanhedrin to be questioned by 
the high priest. “We gave you strict orders not to teach in this name,” he said. “Yet you 
have filled Jerusalem with your teaching and are determined to make us guilty of this 
man’s blood.” Peter and the other apostles replied: “We must obey God rather than 
human beings! The God of our ancestors raised Jesus from the dead — whom you killed by 
hanging him on a cross. God exalted him to his own right hand as Prince and Savior that 
he might bring Israel to repentance and forgive their sins. We are witnesses of these things, 
and so is the Holy Spirit, whom God has given to those who obey him.” When they heard 
this, they were furious and wanted to put them to death -5:27-33 
Then Gamaliel; a respected doctor of the law in apostolic times, wisely said: “Men of Israel, 

take heed to yourselves what you intend to do as touching these men Refrain from these 

men, and let them alone: for if this counsel of this work be of men, it will come to nothing: 

but if it be of God, you can’t overthrow it; unless you be found even to fight against God” 




Then he addressed the Sanhedrin: “Men of Israel, consider carefully what you intend to do 
to these men. Some time ago Theudas appeared, claiming to be somebody, and about four 
hundred men rallied to him. He was killed, all his followers were dispersed, and it all came 
to nothing. After him, Judas the Galilean appeared in the days of the census and led a band 
of people in revolt. He too was killed, and all his followers were scattered. Therefore, in the 
present case I advise you: Leave these men alone! Let them go! For if their purpose or 
activity is of human origin, it will fail. But if it is from God, you will not be able to stop 
these men; you will only find yourselves fighting against God -Acts 5:35 - 39

Eli’s Wicked Sons: Eli’s sons were scoundrels; they had no regard for the Lord. Now it 
was the practice of the priests that, whenever any of the people offered a sacrifice, the 
priest’s servant would come with a three-pronged fork in his hand while the meat was 
being boiled and would plunge the fork into the pan or kettle or caldron or pot. Whatever 
the fork brought up the priest would take for himself. This is how they treated all the 
Israelites who came to Shiloh. But even before the fat was burned, the priest’s servant 
would come and say to the person who was sacrificing, “Give the priest some meat to roast; 
he won’t accept boiled meat from you, but only raw.” If the person said to him, “Let the 
fat be burned first, and then take whatever you want,” the servant would answer, “No, 
hand it over now; if you don’t, I’ll take it by force.” This sin of the young men was very 
great in the Lord’s sight, for they[a] were treating the Lord’s offering with contempt. But 
Samuel was ministering before the Lord a boy wearing a linen ephod. Each year his mother 
made him a little robe and took it to him when she went up with her husband to offer the 
annual sacrifice. Eli would bless Elkanah and his wife, saying, “May the Lord give you 
children by this woman to take the place of the one she prayed for and gave to[b] the 
Lord.” Then they would go home. And the Lord was gracious to Hannah; she gave birth to 
three sons and two daughters. Meanwhile, the boy Samuel grew up in the presence of the 
Lord. Now Eli, who was very old, heard about everything his sons were doing to all Israel 
and how they slept with the women who served at the entrance to the tent of meeting. So he 
said to them, “Why do you do such things? I hear from all the people about these wicked 
deeds of yours. No, my sons; the report I hear spreading among the Lord’s people is not 
good. If one person sins against another, God[c] may mediate for the offender; but if 
anyone sins against the Lord, who will intercede for them?” His sons, however, did not 
listen to their father’s rebuke, for it was the Lord’s will to put them to death. And the boy 
Samuel continued to grow in stature and in favor with the Lord and with people - 1 Samuel 

2 : 12-26

John the Baptist Beheaded: King Herod heard about this, for Jesus’ name had become well 
known. Some were saying, [a] “John the Baptist has been raised from the dead, and that is 
why miraculous powers are at work in him.” Others said, “He is Elijah.” And still others 
claimed, “He is a prophet, like one of the prophets of long ago.” But when Herod heard 
this, he said, “John, whom I beheaded, has been raised from the dead!” For Herod himself 
had given orders to have John arrested, and he had him bound and put in prison. He did 
this because of Herodias, his brother Philip’s wife, whom he had married. For John had 
been saying to Herod, “It is not lawful for you to have your brother’s wife.” So Herodias 
nursed a grudge against John and wanted to kill him. But she was not able to, because 




Herod feared John and protected him, knowing him to be a righteous and holy man. When 
Herod heard John, he was greatly puzzled[b]; yet he liked to listen to him. Finally the 
opportune time came. On his birthday Herod gave a banquet for his high officials and 
military commanders and the leading men of Galilee. When the daughter of Herodias came 
in and danced, she pleased Herod and his dinner guests. The king said to the girl, “Ask me 
for anything you want, and I’ll give it to you.” And he promised her with an oath, 
“Whatever you ask I will give you, up to half my kingdom.” She went out and said to her 
mother, “What shall I ask for?” “The head of John the Baptist,” she answered. At once the 
girl hurried in to the king with the request: “I want you to give me right now the head of 
John the Baptist on a platter.” The king was greatly distressed, but because of his oaths 
and his dinner guests, he did not want to refuse her. So he immediately sent an executioner 
with orders to bring John’s head. The man went, beheaded John in the prison, and brought 
back his head on a platter. He presented it to the girl, and she gave it to her mother. On 
hearing of this, John’s disciples came and took his body and laid it in a tomb - Mark 6:14 - 

29 

The result of the John the Baptist led him to the death, but he is in the heaven and also in 
the history to speak.

So these men were brought before the king, and Nebuchadnezzar said to them, 
“Is it true, Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego, that you do not serve my gods or worship 
the image of gold I have set up? Now when you hear the sound of the horn, flute, zither, 
lyre, harp, pipe and all kinds of music, if you are ready to fall down and worship the image 
I made, very good. But if you do not worship it, you will be thrown immediately into a 
blazing furnace. Then what god will be able to rescue you from my hand?” Shadrach, 




Meshach and Abednego replied to him, “King Nebuchadnezzar, we do not need to defend 


ourselves before you in this matter. If we are thrown into the blazing furnace, the God we 
serve is able to deliver us from it, and he will deliver us[c] from Your Majesty’s hand. But 
even if he does not, we want you to know, Your Majesty, which we will not serve your gods 
or worship the image of gold you have set up.” Then Nebuchadnezzar was furious with 
Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego, and his attitude toward them changed. He ordered the 
furnace heated seven times hotter than usual and commanded some of the strongest 
soldiers in his army to tie up Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego and throw them into the 
blazing furnace. So these men, wearing their robes, trousers, turbans and other clothes, 
were bound and thrown into the blazing furnace. The king’s command was so urgent and 
the furnace so hot that the flames of the fire killed the soldiers who took up Shadrach, 
Meshach and Abednego, and these three men, firmly tied, fell into the blazing furnace. 

Then King Nebuchadnezzar leaped to his feet in amazement and asked his advisers, 
“Weren’t there three men that we tied up and threw into the fire?” They replied, 
“Certainly, Your Majesty.” He said, “Look! I see four men walking around in the fire, 
unbound and unharmed, and the fourth looks like a son of the gods.” Nebuchadnezzar 
then approached the opening of the blazing furnace and shouted, “Shadrach, Meshach and 



Abednego, servants of the Most High God, come out! Come here!” 



So Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego came out of the fire, and the satraps, prefects, 


governors and royal advisers crowded around them. They saw that the fire had not harmed 
their bodies, nor was a hair of their heads singed; their robes were not scorched, and there 
was no smell of fire on them. Then Nebuchadnezzar said, “Praise be to the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego, who has sent his angel and rescued his servants! They 
trusted in him and defied the king’s command and were willing to give up their lives rather 
than serve or worship any god except their own God. Therefore I decree that the people of 
any nation or language who say anything against the God of Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abednego be cut into pieces and their houses be turned into piles of rubble, for no other 
god can save in this way.” Then the king promoted Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego in 

the province of Babylon - Daniel 3:13 - 30

Jesus knew 
that the Father had put all things under his power, and that he had come from God and 
was returning to God; so he got up from the meal, took off his outer clothing, and wrapped 
a towel around his waist. After that, he poured water into a basin and began to wash his 
disciples’ feet, drying them with the towel that was wrapped around him. He came to 
Simon Peter, who said to him, “Lord, are you going to wash my feet?”

do not realize now what I am doing, but later you will understand.” “No,” said Peter, “you 


shall never wash my feet.” Jesus answered, “Unless I wash you, you have no part with me.”

Jesus answered, “Those who have had a bath need only to wash their feet; their whole body 
is clean. And you are clean, though not every one of you.” For he knew who was going to 
betray him, and that was why he said not everyone was clean.

Christ as a Preacher 



Here are seven of Jesus’ preaching methods that we can all learn from 
1. Jesus Told Stories: Jesus told countless parables (Mark 4:34). He pulled spiritual 
truth from everyday life. Not only did these stories make Jesus’ preaching more 
memorable, they also connected in much more profound way. Think about the parable of 
the Prodigal Son. Jesus could have proclaimed, “God loves you so much that He will 
welcome you back to Him no matter how far you have wandered away.” That is definitely 
true. However, Jesus instead chooses to tell the story of a boy who disowned his family, 
partied away his inheritance, came home to beg for mercy, but was surprisingly welcomed 
with open arms by his father who waited daily for his return. Which is more powerful? If 




you want to preach like Jesus, tell stories. Lots of them Use examples from everyday life to 
teach spiritual truth. 


2. Jesus Shocked People: Jesus often used hyperbole. He taught using outrageous 
examples, exaggerations, or shocking statements that got people’s attention. These 
statements were not all meant to be taken literally, but they definitely got the point across. 
For example Jesus didn’t really mean we have to rip out our eyes and amputate our hands 
for causing us to sin (Matthew 5:29-30), or else all Christians would be blind amputees. He 
also didn’t mean that the people he spoke to literally had logs in their eyes (Matthew 7:3-5). 
Jesus was simply making a very clear point. Jesus said things that shocked people and 
exaggerated the truth to emphasize His point. If you want to preach like Jesus to Shock 
people, Exaggerate a little with your questions. Say outrageous things that aren’t meant to 
be literal, but grab attention and communicate the point clearly. 

3. Jesus Crafted Memorable Sayings: Jesus spoke poetically. He often used catchy 
sayings and plays on words. This isn’t always apparent in English translations. However, in 
the original language, Jesus made it much easier for his listeners to remember what he 
said. For example, Jesus memorably said, “Judge not, and you will not be judged; condemn 
not, and you will not be condemned; forgive, and you will be forgiven; give, and it will be 
given to you.” (Luke 6:37-38a). Another great example is the Golden Rule (Luke 6:31). If 
you want to preach like Jesus, craft memorable statements, make the main point easy to 
remember. If your people remember the message, they will be able to take it with them 



wherever they go. 





4. Jesus Asked Questions: Rather than tell everyone the answer right away, Jesus used 
the Socratic Method. He led His audience to conclusions by asking a lot of questions. For 
examples check out Matthew 16:26, or 22:20-21, or look at this resource and Questions are 
a powerful teaching method, especially when teaching a hostile crowd (like unbelievers). 
Questions stimulate critical thinking. Asking good questions makes the audience hungry to 
find the answers. If you want to preach like Jesus, ask a lot of questions. Do not reveal the 
answer immediately. Help your audience use their own brains. 

5. Jesus Used Object Lessons: Jesus often used object lessons to communicate to his 
audience. He washed the feet of the disciples to teach servant leadership (John 13:3 - 17). 
He called a little child to him to discuss childlike faith (Matthew 18:1 - 4). He described 
unselfish giving after watching a widow drop two small coins into the temple offering 
(Mark 12:41 - 44). When he told the parable of the sower, there is a good chance he was 
standing near a field. Visually communicated truth is far more powerful than mere stated 
truth. If you want to preach like Jesus, use objects lessons. Block out time in your sermon 
preparation to be creative. Think of ways to communicate your message visually. 

6. Jesus Used Repetition: Jesus helped his audience learn His lessons by frequently 

repeating Himself. He taught the same major themes again and again. For example, Jesus 
spoke of his death and resurrection over and over again (Mark 8:31; 9:31; 10:33 - 34), and 
the disciples still didn’t get it. Sometimes people need to hear something many times over 
before it fully sinks in. In addition, teachings that get repeated get remembered. If you 






want to preach like Jesus, repeat. Find the main point of your message and say it again and 
again, and don’t be afraid to preach on important subjects more than once a year. 

7. Jesus preached after practiced in His life: Jesus was called as the good preacher, 
because of His practical preaching. He preached everything in the practical way. He 
prayed and asked the people to pray. He gave and asked the people to give. He served and 
asked us to serve. All of His preaches carried with self-practice. He got no business to 
practice and preach. Why He did that was to make us the exemplary preachers. If we do 
not do and preach we may not treat those preaching’s as the model preaching’s. So the 
method of Jesus Christ was to “Preach what you practice”. 





Present the God’s message 


God has sent us a message in the Person of His Son, and we can trust the Sender. In the 
Old Testament, God spoke to His people through the prophets and many rejected God’s 
Word. But it was all leading to this: “God, who at various times and in various ways spoke 
in time past to the fathers by the prophets, has in these last days spoken to us by His Son, 
whom He has appointed heir of all things, through whom also He made the worlds - 

Hebrews 1:1-2 




1. God loves people and wants to have a personal relationship with them now and for all 


eternity. 

2. All of us have rebelled against God and are separated from a relationship with Him. 

3. God has provided the only way to give us an eternal relationship with Himself: through 
the Lord Jesus Christ.

But I told that person to 
do his job by leading the choir before the sermon. The other part of the service is the job of 
pastor. I told him not to touch the job of pastor. Finally that man left the church and gone 
out and started his own church. This kind of evil thing also took place in our church here in 
India. The people with no knowledge of the Bible and the call they disturb themselves and 
disturb others. I have seen such people ended up their lives in the pathetic way. I believe 
that every preacher must have the abundant knowledge to preach to others. 

Coming to my life and the ministry, God called me and blessed me with full education of 
twenty one years. He gave the command to me on the subject to preach to the intellectuals. 
As the matter of fact God made me in such way to reach the un -reached. This is the secret 
of our fast growth of the ministry both in the number and in the spirit.

M They are good in the preaching to promote themselves and to make money. Some 
people mislead the people through their preaching’s. Coming to the life and the 
ministry of Jesus, He taught the people by doing things. He was practical preacher. The 
scriptures are telling very clearly not to become the preacher. Jesus taught the prayers not 
the preaching’s. The practical preaching changes the people. As the matter of fact the 




people watch us that what we are doing. They try to adopt the things what we are doing. 
People least bother about the preaching’s. The preacher must have the model life. Jesus 
told many examples regarding the false preachers. 


Seven Woes on the Teachers of the Law and the Pharisees: “Woe to you, 
teachers of the law and Pharisees, you hypocrites! You shut the door of the kingdom of 
heaven in people’s faces. You yourselves do not enter, nor will you let those enter who are 
trying to. “Woe to you, teachers of the law and Pharisees, you hypocrites! You travel over 
land and sea to win a single convert, and when you have succeeded, you make them twice 
as much a child of hell as you are. “Woe to you, blind guides! You say, ‘If anyone swears by 
the temple, it means nothing; but anyone who swears by the gold of the temple is bound by 
that oath.’ You blind fools! Which is greater: the gold, or the temple that makes the gold 
sacred? You also say, ‘If anyone swears by the altar, it means nothing; but anyone who 
swears by the gift on the altar is bound by that oath.’ You blind men! Which is greater: 
the gift, or the altar that makes the gift sacred? Therefore, anyone who swears by the altar 
swears by it and by everything on it. And anyone who swears by the temple swears by it 
and by the one who dwells in it. And anyone who swears by heaven swears by God’s throne 
and by the one who sits on it. “Woe to you, teachers of the law and Pharisees, you 
hypocrites! You give a tenth of your spices mint, dill and cumin. But you have neglected the 
more important matters of the law justice, mercy and faithfulness. You should have 
practiced the latter, without neglecting the former. You blind guides! You strain out a gnat 
but swallow a camel. “Woe to you, teachers of the law and Pharisees, you hypocrites! You 
clean the outside of the cup and dish, but inside they are full of greed and self-indulgence. 
Blind Pharisee! First clean the inside of the cup and dish, and then the outside also will be 
clean. “Woe to you, teachers of the law and Pharisees, you hypocrites! You are like 
whitewashed tombs which look beautiful on the outside but on the inside are full of the 
bones of the dead and everything unclean. In the same way, on the outside you appear to 
people as righteous but on the inside you are full of hypocrisy and wickedness. “Woe to 
you, teachers of the law and Pharisees, you hypocrites! You build tombs for the prophets 
and decorate the graves of the righteous. And you say, ‘If we had lived in the days of our 




ancestors, we would not have taken part with them in shedding the blood of the prophets.’ 
So you testify against yourselves that you are the descendants of those who murdered the 
prophets. Go ahead, then, and complete what your ancestors started! “You snakes! You 
brood of vipers! How will you escape being condemned to hell? Therefore I am sending 
you prophets and sages and teachers. Some of them you will kill and crucify; others you 
will flog in your synagogues and pursue from town to town. And so upon you will come all 
the righteous blood that has been shed on earth, from the blood of righteous Abel to the 
blood of Zechariah son of Berekiah, whom you murdered between the temple and the altar. 
Truly I tell you, all this will come on this generation. “Jerusalem, Jerusalem, you who kill 
the prophets and stone those sent to you, how often I have longed to gather your children 
together, as a hen gathers her chicks under her wings, and you were not willing. Look, your 
house is left to you desolate. For I tell you, you will not see me again until you say, ‘Blessed 
is he who comes in the name of the Lord - Matthew 23:13 - 39 

Coming to my life and the ministry, the first thing that God made in my life was to practice 

what I am preaching.

the king. And it was found written that Mordecai had told of Bigthana and Teresh, two of 
the king’s eunuchs, the doorkeepers who had sought to lay hands on King Ahasuerus. 
Then the king said, “What honor or dignity has been bestowed on Mordecai for this?”And 
the king’s servants who attended him said, “Nothing has been done for him.” So the king 
said, “Who is in the court?” Now Haman had just entered the outer court of the king’s 
palace to suggest that the king hang Mordecai on the gallows that he had prepared for him. 
The king’s servants said to him, “Haman is there, standing in the court.” And the king 
said, “Let him come in.” So Haman came in, and the king asked him, “What shall be done 
for the man whom the king delights to honor?” 

Now Haman thought in his heart, “Whom would the king delight to honor more than me?” 
And Haman answered the king, “For the man whom the king delights to honor, let a royal 
robe be brought which the king has worn, and a horse on which the king has ridden, which 
has a royal crest placed on its head. Then let this robe and horse be delivered to the hand of 
one of the king’s most noble princes, that he may array the man whom the king delights to 
honor. Then parade him on horseback through the city square, and proclaim before him: 
‘Thus shall it be done to the man whom the king delights to honor!’” Then the king said to 
Haman, “Hurry, take the robe and the horse, as you have suggested, and do so for 
Mordecai the Jew who sits within the king’s gate! Leave nothing undone of all that you 





have spoken.” So Haman took the robe and the horse, arrayed Mordecai and led him on 
horseback through the city square, and proclaimed before him, “Thus shall it be done to 
the man whom the king delights to honor!” Afterward Mordecai went back to the king’s 
gate. But Haman hurried to his house, mourning and with his head covered. When Haman 
told his wife Zeresh and all his friends everything that had happened to him, his wise men 
and his wife Zeresh said to him, “If Mordecai, before whom you have begun to fall, is of 
Jewish descent, you will not prevail against him but will surely fall before him.” While 
they were still talking with him, the king’s eunuchs came, and hastened to bring Haman to 
the banquet which Esther had prepared - Esther 6: 1 - 14 

Coming to my life and the ministry, what all I have learned from the living God was to 
honor each other. Most of the people do not like that kind of character in my life. They 
think I am looking towards the favor of the people. They want to get honor from the people 
all times. They do not honor others at any cost. In one of my visits to America, one of the 
American friend watching me every day, and one fine day he questioned how can you love 
everyone, and how can you say that everyone is good and wonderful, how it is possible to 
you to honor everyone.

As he 
began the settlement, a man who owed him ten thousand bags of gold[h] was brought to 
him. Since he was not able to pay, the master ordered that he and his wife and his children 
and all that he had be sold to repay the debt. “At this the servant fell on his knees before 
him. ‘Be patient with me,’ he begged, ‘and I will pay back everything.’ The servant’s 
master took pity on him, canceled the debt and let him go. “But when that servant went 
out, he found one of his fellow servants who owed him a hundred silver coins. He grabbed 
him and began to choke him. ‘Pay back what you owe me!’ he demanded. “His fellow 
servant fell to his knees and begged him, ‘Be patient with me, and I will pay it back.’ 


“But he refused. Instead, he went off and had the man thrown into prison until he could 
pay the debt. When the other servants saw what had happened, they were outraged and 
went and told their master everything that had happened. “Then the master called the 
servant in. You wicked servant,’ he said, I canceled all that debt of yours because you 
begged me to. Shouldn’t you have had mercy on your fellow servant just as I had on you? 





In anger his master handed him over to the jailers to be tortured, until he should pay back 
all he owed. “This is how my heavenly Father will treat each of you unless you forgive your 
brother or sister from your heart.”- Matthew 18:21 - 35

Faith Without works Is Dead: What does it profit, my brethren, if someone says he 
has faith but does not have works? Can faith save him? If a brother or sister is naked and 
destitute of daily food, and one of you says to them, “Depart in peace, be warmed and 
filled,” but you do not give them the things which are needed for the body, what does it 
profit? Thus also faith by itself, if it does not have works, is dead. But someone will say, 
“You have faith, and I have works.” Show me your faith without your works, and I will 
show you my faith by my works. You believe that there is one God. You do well. Even the 
demons believe and tremble! But do you want to know, O foolish man, that faith without 
works is dead? Was not Abraham our father justified by works when he offered Isaac his 
son on the altar? Do you see that faith was working together with his works, and by works 
faith was made perfect? And the Scripture was fulfilled which says, “Abraham believed 
God, and it was accounted to him for righteousness and he was called the friend of God. 
You see then that a man is justified by works, and not by faith only. Likewise, was not 
Rahab the harlot also justified by works when she received the messengers and sent them 
out another way? For as the body without the spirit is dead, so faith without works is dead 

also - James 2:14 - 26 

oming to my life and the ministry ours is one hundred percent faith ministry. Every 
^~^ day is the new day for us. To run the ministry, pay the bills and to meet the needs of 
the family, I need to look towards the living God for the help and the guidance. One 
fine day we have no food in the house, by that time my son was little boy. He told me that 
there is nothing to eat. I told him that God will send food. I told him by the lunch time we 
will have the food.

Coming 
to the life of David Livingston, left all of his luxury life and went to the continent of Africa 
in the days when the man eaters were there. He suffered for the food and sickness and gave 
his life to bring the Africa for Jesus. He owned content Africa for the living God. He is the 
great servant of God who had to burials, one in the Africa and another in the England. 
Africans loved him a lot. During his burial at England, emperor was asked to say few 
words regarding David Livingston. The emperor said that the “David Livingston is the 
living stone” he was the model even to the present God servants. 


Coming to my life and the ministry, I was very much influenced by the pioneer 
missionary’s lives. I took them as the model and strengthened a lot in the spiritual life to 
stand as the strong living vessel for the living God.

If everyone has each steering in their 
hands to drive the van, you can image the position of the van. One van, one string, same 
way, one leader one church, People must follow the leader. 

Coming to my life and ministry, we faced many problems like this. Every time one fellow 
takes five to ten people and started the own church and wind up very soon with bad 
experiences. This is not only our problem, every church is having this kind of evil people. I 
always tell one example for this. Jesus chose twelve from the disciples as the apostles. In the 
twelve there is betrayer named as Judas. In every twelve there will be one Judas. When the 
church has hundred and twenty members, you will have ten Judas. Every leader and the 
pastor must be careful about this kind of jackals.

I strongly believe through my 
life that the preacher must have the spirit of the God in him also present the gospel through 
the Holy Ghost. 




Coming to my family, my wife is well trained teacher and the preacher. She reaches most of 
the women and the children with the gospel. Same time my one and only son was well 
trained and doing the wonderful ministry. He took the total charge of the ministry. He also 
preaches in the large crusades as the main and only speaker. I and my wife, son and the 
daughter-in-law were the highly educated by the grace of the living God to present Him to 
all kinds and levels of people. 

We will have the workers meet on every third Wednesday from morning ten to evening 
four. All the day we train the people with the needful thoughts in the spirit and they also 
share their experiences. The village pastors were well trained to reach the un-reached in 
their areas. Our Sunday school teachers, they are all young and energetic with the Holy 
Ghost power to reach the Hindu children in our areas.

Summary of the illustration: in the early days of Billy Graham, during his car drive, 
he exceeded the speed limit and cot by the cop. He was dragged to court on this matter. The 
judge by studying all the merit and demerits, he came t know that Billy Graham exceeded 
ten mile over speed, than the judge asked him to pay ten dollars. He said one dollar per one 
mile. After he gave the judgment he came to know that Billy Graham was the great 
preacher and the man of God. When Billy Graham went to pay the ten dollars, that 
particular man sad, someone paid your fine ten dollars. He came to know that the judge 
paid that amount. We can learn here that our penalty was paid by the living God to change 

our lies.
